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Pope Presents 
Budget Plan To 


Commissioners 


Dr. William Pope, Garrett 
County Health Officer, met with 
the Board of Garrett County 
Commissioners Tuesday to re- 
view the budget of the Garrett 
County Health Department. 

Dr. Pope presented a final 
draft of the health department's 
budget for fiscal year 1985, 
noting that since 1978 county fi- 
nancial support has either level- 
ed or decreased. 

The presentation revealed 
that the county levy for public 
health services in 1978 was 
$196,292, and that the funds 
allowed for 1985, $21,050, is the 
lowest dollar arnount to be 
levied in seven years. A re- 
duction of services by the health 
department, especially flu shot 
clinics, was also noted in the 
presentation. 

Although the county did levy 
funds 10.7% above state re- 
quirements according to law, 
Pope said there have been 
citizen complaints about 
reduction of services and

Sanitary Commission Gets Update 


On Deep Creek Sewer System 


The Garrett County Sanitary 
Commission held meetings on 
November 27 and December 4. 
The main topic of both meetings 
was the Deep Creek Lake sewer 
system. A project update was 
given by Henry Doyle and Jeff 
Gilbert of the engineering firm 
of Greenhorne and O'Mara at 
both the recent meetings. The 
report of the project status of 
the Deep Creek Lake sewer sys- 
tem shows that the system is 
basically complete, and work is 
proceeding very well on the ex- 
panded system. Contract 11 is 
99 percent complete. The Sani- 
tary Commission voted at the 
December 4 meeting to let the 
contractor work throughout the 
winter without testing the pipes 
during very cold weather. He 
will be paid 85 percent of his 
cost and the commissivn will 
withhold the other 15 percent 
until the pipes are tested in the 
spring. 

Contract 12 is two thirds com- 
plete and 100 percent of the pipe 
is completed for contract 13. 
The ultra-violet light system is 
completed and half of the 
system has been tested and is 
operable. Contractors are stil 
waiting on some lab equipment 
to complete the lab. 

Notices have been sent out to 
users informing them that they 
have until June 30, 1985 to con- 
rect to the svstem. This 15 gn 
extension over the normal 
day periou to enable residents 
who are absent in the winter to 
hook up in the spring. 

At the November 27 meeting 
the commission agreed to 
accept a proposal from 
Rummel, Klepper & Kahl for 
the water crossing at the Route 
219 bridge. The commission de- 
cided to go under water with the 
construction to avoid potential 
road construction, bridge work, 
and freeze up problems in the 
future. This decision becaine 
necessary when the state re- 
leased plans to build a new 
bridge across the lake on Route 
219. 

Some small problems with 
pump stations were reported by 
Jeff Gilbert of Greenhorne and 
O'Mara at the December 4 
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meeting. According to Wendell 
Beitzel, samtary district ad- 
ministrator, emergency num- 
bers customers nay use for 
Service are 387-4115 during the 
day, and 911 fcr emergency 
service at night. 

According to Greenhorne and 
O’Mara engineers, the total 
Deep Creek project is 89.4 per- 
cent complete. 

The commission agreed to a 
contract with Barry Domenick 
for painting and installation of a 
sign at the Deep Creek Treat- 
ment Plant. The estimated cost 
of the sign is $734. 


Deer Harvest 
Record Set In 
Garrett County 


The buck kill in Garrett 
County reached an all time high 
of 1,171 deer this season. This 
topped the old record of 1,074 es- 
tablished in 1983, according to 
Al Bourgeois, DNR Wildlife 
manager for Garrett County. 

The largest bucks reported 
this season were: a 169 pound, 8 
point buck, killed on Negro Mt.; 
a 164 pound, 14 point buck, 
taken in the Mt. Zion area; 
another 164 pound, 8 point buck, 
kuled near Underwood Road; a 
163 pound, & point buck, taken in 
Potomac State Forest; and a 
160 peud, 8 point buck, kuled in 
the Ft. iu area. 

Some very large racks were 
taken, according to Bourgeois. 
The largest reported were: a 16 
point, 144 pound buck, killed 
near Kings Run Road; a 16 
point, 125 peund buck taken on 
Snaggy Mtn.; a 15 point, 135 
pound buck taken on Meadow 
Mtn.; a 14 point, 142 pound buck 
killed near Mt. Nebo; another 
14 point, 124 pound buck taken 
13 the Pergin Farm area; and 
another 14 point, 124 pound buck 
was tahen on Little Savage Mtn. 

The Fredenck County record 
was also broken with 764 bucks 
checked in over the 1983 record 
of 743. 

Allegany County’s kill 
numbered 1,094, two higher 
than the number of bucks killed 
last year. 

A six percent decline from the 
1983 season was reported in 
Washington County where 729 
bucks were reported. 

Doe season will be December 
7 and 8 for those hunters who 
did not kili a buck during fire- 
arms season. Bourgeois re- 
minds hunters that a doe tag 
cannot be used by a hunter who 
has already killed a buck, and 
the doe tag is not transferable. 

Muzzleloader season will be 
held December 10 through 17.

Commissioners, 
Browning Meet, 


Concerns Aired 


James Browning, president of 
Browning’s Deep Creek 
Quarry, Inc., met with the 
Board of Garrett County Com- 
missioners and Paul Shockey, 
county roads administrator, 
November 27 to hear answers to 
the questions he had posed to 
that board concerning the 
bidding process and awarding 
of contracts for stone products 
used by the Garrett County 
Roads Department. 

Browning was particularly 
concerned about the practice of 
awarding contracts. Com- 
missioner Elwood Groves stat- 
ed in the past, the con- 
tracts were “more or less a 
gentleman’s agreement that 
didn’t really bind the contractor 
or the county.” The com- 
missioners assured Browning 
that they are working with 
Dwight Stover, attorney for the 
commissioners, in formulating 
a more binding agreement, 
where each party is obliged to 
abide by certain guidelines, and 
that failure to comply with 
guidelines by either party 
should result in compensation 
by the negligent party. 

The commissioners also told 
Browning that they would try to 
provide each bidding contractor 
with a minimum or an esti- 
mated maximum of tonnage of 
products needed. 

Browning had also questioned 
the roads department ability to 
haul products at a flat rate of 
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$1.10 per ton. He felt that dis- 
tance traveled, depreciation, 
cost of labor, and maintenance 
of county trucks should be 
figured into the tonnage price. 
The commissioners said they 
would have to closely examine 
that idea to determine if it 
would prove to be cost efficient. 

Another concern of Brown- 
ings was the roads department 
practice of backhauling shale or 
crusher run. He felt that the 
county would be better off to let 
the contractors stockpile the 
materiais themselves in cases 
where there was a shorter haul- 
ing distance involved. 

Paul Shockey addressed that 
concern by saying, ‘‘Oakland 
and central garages use open 
times to haul products from the 
quarry to their respective gar- 
ages and stockpile several 
hundred tons, so that during 
busy or high work volume 
periods, the material is on hand 
and can be transported from the 
garage to the work site more ex- 
peditiously,. It is important to 
point out that the material is not 
backhauled, but is used for proj- 
ects that are not between the 
garage and quarry. Product re- 
quirements on jobs that are in 
the direction of the quarry are 
hauled from the quarry and not 
the stockpile. Due to lack of 
storage area, Grantsville does 
not normally stockpile. Overall, 
stockpiling does not result in 
additional cost; but does pro- 
vide fur more efficient manage- 
ment of time during periods of 
high and low work demand.” 

In answering Browning's 
question about the county 
purchasing and using a low- 
grade of crusher run and for 
what purpose it was used, 
Shockey said, “After doing 
some research with the area 
supet visu, I fouinu that CRD 
(crusher run dirt or quarry 
waste) has proven adequate 
and cost effective for the type of 
jobs it was purchased and used 
for. The roads department, in 
1983 and 1984, used the product 
with satisfaction, It was used 
for base and shoulder work at a 
cost of $1.50 per ton.” 

The commissioners said they 
would be working closely with 
Shockey and Stover over the 
next few weeks to determine the 
most equitable method of 
awarding contracts as well as 
formulating more binding 
agreements in the future. 

Browning commented, ‘'! feel 
that my discussions with the 
commissioners and Mr. 
Shockey have been very pro- 


ductive, and hopefully, in the 
future all contractors, as well 
as the roads department, will 
benefit greatly by the changes 
being considered. It will 
definitely be advantageous for 
contractors to have some idea 
of how much of a product they 
will need to have on hand when 
bidding for that product. I ap- 
preciate the time the com- 
missioners have taken in. re- 
viewing county roads practices.

Stinson Pleads 
Guilty To Assault 


A 28-year-old Mtn. Lake Park 
man indicted in September by a 
Garrett County Grand Jury for 
rape plead guilty to an assault 
charge in the county Circuit 
Court on Nov. 29. 

Charles F. Stinson faced a 
felony charge of second degree 
rape, a misdemeanor charge of 
fourth degree sex offense and a 
misdemeanur assault charge 
for an incident involving an 
18-year-old woman on August 
27. 

According to court docu- 
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ments, the woman spent the 
night at the Stinson residence, 
in the same bed as Stinson, and 
reported to authorities the next 
day that she had been raped at 
7:30 a.m. on Aug. 27 by Stinson. 


In court last Thursday, 
State’s Attorney Jim Sherbin 
stated to the judge that the cir- 
cumstances, as of his final in- 
vestigation, indicated the inci- 
dent amounted to an assault 
and that the victim was 
satisfied with that charge. 


Sherbin further commented 
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he would accept the guilty plea 
to the assault charge and would 
not proceed to prosecute Stin- 
son on the rape and sexual 
assault charges because there 
were inconsistencies and ir- 
regularities in the victim’s 
statements. 

Judge Fred Thayer, who pre- 
sided over the case, committed 
Stinson to two years with the 
Department of Corrections, but 
suspended the jail term and 
gave him two years of super- 
vised probation and fined him 
$200.

Col. J. H. Jaekson 
Resigns From Seat 
On Planning Board 


Col. J. Haig Jackson has an- 
nounced his intentions to resign 
from the Garrett County Plan- 
ning Commission in mid- 
January, ending his 14 years of 
service on the county board. 
Jackson submitted his letter 
during the commission meeting 
yesterday afternoon. 

Jackson was appointed to the 
board shortly after its inception 
in 1970 to fill a vacancy left by 
Judge Fred Thayer. 

Listing his health and travel 
plans as the major reasons for 
his resignation, Jackson added, 
“I’ve been on the commission 
long enough.” He noted he still 
serves as chairman of the 
county Development Corpor- 
ation, Garrett County Hospice 
and as service to military 
families representative for the 
American Red Cross. 

Two years remain in the term 
for the commission seat Jack- 
son is vacating, a position to be 
filled by a county commission- 
ers’ appointment. 

In discussing the commission, 
Jackson noted, ‘‘This com- 
mission is something the county 
needs. It has served a good 
purpose.” Jackson added that 
he hopes rural property owners 
will push for countywide zoning 
to further protect their prop- 
erty. 

In other planning commission 
business, the group agreed to 
wait until January to decide on 
a rezoning request by Robert 
and James McCann for their 
property along Marsh Hill 
Road. 

The major reason for tabling 
the decision was to allow time 
for the county commissioners to 
determine whether the Marsh 
Hill Road can be upgraded. The 
condition and narrowness of the 
road is one of the commission’s 
major concerns in determining 
whether the McCann property 
should be rezoned to allow com- 


mercial development. 

However, the commission 
voted to send a letter to the Gar- 
rett County Commissioners 
recommending improvements 
to county roads from the Marsh 
Hill Road where it meets the 
WISP entrance to Route 219. 

Anna McNallie, planning ad- 
ministrator, informed the com- 
missioners of a new rezoning re- 
quest from Skip Bernard, oper- 
ator of The Trading Post, near 
Thayerville at Deep Creek 
Lake. His request was to extend 
the town center zone at Thayer- 
ville north along Route 219 to in- 
clude the Trading Post to allow 
an expansion at that business. 

The commission tabled a de- 
cision for the January 1985 
meeting when they hope to re- 
ceive a formal request for the 
rezoning from the property 
owner. 

The commission scheduled its 
next meeting for Jan. 9, 1985, at 
1:30 p.m. in the Grand Jury 
Room of the Garrett County 
Courthouse, Oakland. 


Lavman Acqquitted 
Of Bank Robbery 
In Allegany Co. 


Stewart Ellsworth Bailey 
Layman Jr., Bayard, W. Va., 
was found not guilty of all 
charges yesterday in Allegany 
County Circuit Court. 

Presiding Judge J. Frederick 
Sharer issued the not guilty ver- 
dict to Layman, who was tried 
on charges of armed robbery 
and the use of a handgun in the 
commission of a crime. 

The charges had been filed 
against Layman June 1 when he 
was accused of robbing the Tri- 
Towns Plaza branch of the First 
United National Bank and 
Trust. 

On the third day of testimony, 
Judge Sharer said the state fail- 
ed to prove beyond a reasonable 
doubt that Layman was guilty 
of the robbery. 

Sharer said that conflicting 
descriptions of the robber show- 
ed the robber being less than six 
feet tall and no less than 180 
pounds in weight, and as much 
as six feet, three inches tall, 
weighing 200 pounds. The des- 
criptions of the defendant 
differed from the height and 
weight by a minimum of four 
inches to a maximum of seven 
inches and a minimum of 20 
pounds and a maximum of 40 
pounds.

Near Solution 
For Co. Landfill 


A temporary solution to the 
county’s problem of over- 
crowding at the Round Glade 
Landfill is in the works, 
according to the Board of 
Garrett County Commissioners. 

Commissioner Ernie Gregg 
stated Tuesday that the board is 
awaiting a permit from the 
Maryiand Depariment vi 
Mental Health and Hygiene on 
the county's proposal to es- 
tablish a trench, 1,000 feet long 
and 200 feet deep, at the north- 
ern end of the existing landfill. 

Gregg stressed that even if 
the permit is granted, the so- 
lution is only temporary and 
that the commissioners will 
have to make a decision soon on 
an alternative landfill site. ° 

The commissioners are also 
working on an upgraded man- 
agement plan to insure better 
maps and record keeping of the 
landfill in the future. State 
health officials must also 
constantly monitor landfill 
management plans.

The Republican incorrectly 
stated in an article about the 
Round Glade Landfill last week 
that Larry Lewis said he was 
unaware of additional permits 
needed to continue work at the 
landfill. Mr. Lewis, in fact, was 
not in charge of obtaining 
permits.

“When do we learn how to make a fast buck?” 
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Crisis At Hand...

Readers of this newspaper possibly remember the publishing 
in 1981 of an article by the writer, ‘Inflation: Cause, Effects, 
Cure, Prevention.” Many of the observations at that time have 
now materialized. And, here we are, ready to start a New Year 
with a 1.6 trillion dollar National Debt, with proposals of adding 
200 billion (0.2 trillion) dollars each year for the foreseeable 


future. 


In 1967 the Consumer Price Index, CPI, was 100. It is now well 
over 300. Consumer prices have more than tripled in the past 17 
years! Prior to 1967, consumer prices tripled in 70 years, which 


included two World Wars. 


Why the recent escalations? Statistics from the U.S. Depart- 
ment of Labor very clearly show why. By 1972 practically all 
major labor unions had firmly adopted the CPI as justification for 
wage increases to keep up with the ‘‘cost of living.”’ These raises 
were called “‘COI.As”’. Cost Of Living Adjustments. This sounded 
fair and reasonable. But, such annual increases established an 
“exponential” increase each year in the Consumer Price Index. 
Any exponential expansion, if not halted, ends in a catastrophe! 
And, we have just barely missed the catastrophe as indicated by 
our massive National Debt. How can we get out of this pre- 
dicament without a final economic collapse? 

The unrestricted monopolistic labor unions must bear the 
major responsibility for this extremely serious economic situ- 
ation. Our past presidents and congressional members are not 
without blame. Most were more interested in getting re-elected 
than in anything else, and let the unions get away with their 
COLAS. These union actions raised prices so high that they 
effectively destroyed the American steel industry, and seriously 
crippled the American automobile industry, the American home 
building industry and other major American industries. In a 
department store, it is hard to find items marked ‘‘Made in the 


U.S.A.” 


Even our federal government got on the COLA binge. Here it 
was called ‘Indexing’, but it is the same thing. Indexed to the 
CPI, were Social Security payments, government and military 
salaries and pensions, and other entitlement program payments. 
To meet the escalating costs, instead of increasing taxes, the 
federal government initiated massive federal borrowing, mostly 
from foreign investors, and brought on us this current 1.6 trillion 
dollar Federal Debt. The interest alone is costing 130 billion 


dollars a year. 


Any business, with a debt of this proportion, would already 
have been bankrupt, with no hope of revival. How long can our 
government stave off bankruptcy? And the massive depression 
which would follow? Industries would be forced to close down. No 
jobs, no food, no fuel, no electrical service, no law and order. 
Anarchy would reign. Even Communism would seem better! 
And, this has been the long-term Russian planned strategy. They 
would then move in, restore order and take over. Nikita 
Khruschev will have been proven right, when he boasted, ‘‘We 
will bury you,” in the course of his visit here in 1957. 

Or, is there some other way out? Washington is now 
feverishly attacking the problem but it may be too late. Survival 
will not be easy. All of us will have to drastically reduce our 
standards of living and bear increased taxes. 

Just to pay off the present National Debt, with no future in- 
creases, would cost each working American around $15,000. Very 
few could pay this as a lump sum. If paid over a 20-year period, 
with 8% interest on the unpaid balance, it would require a nonthly 
pay ment of $130.60, in addition to increaseu federal incoiic Lancs. 

Are we ready for the sacrifices, or are we going to fall to Com- 


munism?

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Deer Hunting 
Ontions Under 
Study By DNR 


30th white-tailed deer and 
deer hunting in Maryland have 
come a long way since 1931, 
when 22 deer were checked-in 
by hunters in western Mary- 
land. Today Maryland boa sts a 
deer herd of 90,000 to 10),000 
animals, and Jast year’s k 1! of 
17,416 white-tails was a record. 
Deer were taken in every 
county of tne stare. 

Managing Maryland’s deer 
herd is a complicated task, and 
the responsibility belongs to 
Bob Miller, forest Game Bi- 
ologist with the Maryland 
Forest, Park and Wildlife 
Service. According to Miller, as 
the deer herd increased, so did 
requests from hunters for 
changes in archery, firearm 
and muzzleloader seasons and 
bag umits. in acknowledgment 
of those comments, wildlife bi- 
ologists set out to determine 
what changes could be made to 
present regulations. 

As a Starting point, the 
Forest, Park and Wildlife 
Service contracted with the 
University of Maryland in 1983 
to perform an extensive survey 
of randomly-selected deer hunt- 
ers in Maryland. These hunters 
were asked a variety of 
questions concerning their 
preferences for deer season 
dates and bag limits. 

After results of the study 
were available, a review panel 
of biologists and hunters met 
and proposed severai season 
and bag limit options for the 
deer resource. 

As Miller explains, ‘“‘We are 
very close to the maximum 
annual harvest that the deer 
herd can sustain, and we must 
not exceed it. Our intent is not to 
increase the overall deer kill in 
the state, but to possibly re 
structure the bag limits and 
seasons to redistribute the deer 
kill among various hunting 
groups. Each of the options 
we're considering is biological- 
ly feasible.” 

The options being considered 
are: 

1. Increase the bow season 
bag limit to two deer statewide. 
The present bag limit is one 
deer (except two deer in Dor- 
chester, Wicomico, Somerset 
and Worcester counties). 

2. Increase the firearm 
season length to two weeks. The 
present season length is one 
week 

3. Increase the muzzleloader 
season length to two weeks. The

4. Schedule a three day buck 
only fall muzzleloader season 
(fall means prior to the firearm 
season) in addition to the 
present one week muzzleloader 
season in December. 

5. Schedule a three day buck 
only fall muzzleluader season 
instead of the present one week 
muzzleloader season in De- 
cember. 

6. Schedule a three day buck 
only fall muzzleloader season 
with a limit on the number of 
hunters (i.e. permits) in 
addition to the present one week 
muzzleloader season in De- 
cember. 

7. Schedule a three day buck 
only fall muzzleloader season 
with a limit on the number of 
hunters (i.e. permits) instead of 
the present one week muzzle- 
loader season in December. 

8. Retain the present one 
week muzzleloader season in 
December but make the bag 
limit independent of (in 
addition to) the firearm season 
bag limit. Antlerless permits 
would not be required to take 
antlerless deer in any county 
during this season. The present 
muzzleloader season bag limit 
allows one deer if no deer was 
taken during the firearms 
season (except two deer in Dor- 
chester County). 

In an effort to reach as many 
hunters as possible, the Forest, 
Park and Wildlife Service has 
produced a slide show entitled 
“White-tailed Deer and the 
Maryland Hunter: A Presen- 
tation of Options Concerning the 
Wise Use of the State’s Valuable 
Deer Resource.” Interested 
local clubs and organizations 
can schedule slide presen- 
tations by calling the Western

Advice Issued 
To Boat Buyers 


Some advice for boat buyers 
has been issued by the Licens- 
ing and Consumer Services Unit 
of the Department of Natural 
Resources. 

When persons purchase a 
boat they should be sure it has a 
hull identification number 
permanently engraved in the 
upper right corner on the out- 
board side of the transom of the 
boat. 

Manufacturers are required 
by federal law to permanently 
attach the hull identification 
number on the stern and install 
identical hidden number inside 
the boat. 

The hull identification 
number is reguired on the 
Maryland hoat title sna recis- 
tration. The hull identification 
number is information vital to 
recovery and proof of owner- 
ship if the boat is stolen. It is the 
best method a-ailable for 
Federal and State officials in 
the search and verification 
through other State records for 
a stolen vessel. 

As of August 1, 1984, new 
amendments to the Federal 
Boating Safety Act became 
effective regarding hull identifi- 
cation numbers. These amend- 
ments will: 

1) make alteration or removal 
of hull identification numbers 
more difficult and require tne 
placement of additional hull 
identification numbers which 
enable identification of the boat 
even if the primary hull identifi- 
cation is illegally altered or re-

2) clarify certain ambiguities 
in the hull identification 
numbers regulation. (These 
changes will ensure that the 
rianufacture responsible for 
repairing a defective or non- 
complying boat can be identi- 
fied with the number assigned 
to the manufacturer). 

3) provide positive identifi- 
cation for lost or stolen boats. 

For the purpose of enforce- 
ment of Federal Boat Safety 
Act of 1971, and regulation and 
standards issued under it, U.S. 
importers are considered 
“manufacturers.” Under the 
new hull identification regu- 
lutions, a foreign manufacturer 
must secure a U.S. importer for 
its recreational boats, and the 
importer is responsible for 
recording and affixing of the 
hull identification numbers. 

The hull identification format 
consists of 12 characters with 
the first three characters being 
a manufacturer identification 
code assigned by the U.S. Coast 
Guard. Characters 4 through 8 
are the manufacturers assign- 
ment (serial) numbers, 9 
through 10 are the month and 
year of certification by the 
manufacturer and 11 through 12 
is the model year. 

Two identical hull identifi- 
cation numbers are required to 
be installed on the boat’s hull. 
The primary number is placed 
in the upper right corner on the 
outboard side of the boat’s 
transom, a readily visible posi- 
tion, and the duplicate is to be 
affixed in an unexposed area in 
the interior. Characters must 
be no less than *« inch in height 
and are to be permanently af- 
fixed.

My second full year as sheriff has come to an end with several 
changes and some new challenges. 


November 1983 

Deputy Gnegy and nyself spoke to the Broadford Ele- 
mentary Schocl P.T.A. and advised them of our plans to finger- 
print the students, and also alerted them of the new law effective 
January 1, 1984, in retereace to safety seats for children. 

I sought overtime pay for deputies of the department who had 
just completed a manhunt in the McHenry area which ended in 
the capture of the tugitive. The department spent 184 man-hours 
during the search, and one month later the Garrett County 
Commissioners granted the overtime payment.

Dece mber 1983 

I called a staff meeting and four employees were recognized 
for dedicated service. Those members were Robin Teets, 
dispatcher; John Hershberger, jailor, David Crossland, deputy; 
and Richard Kutchman, deputy. A plaque now hangs in the 
sheriff's office in honor of these employees. 

The department went to a newly designed uniform, shoulder 
patch and hash marks. The new shoulder patch now represents 
the county as well as the state. The hash marks on the sleeve 
indicate how many years a member has been with the 
department. 


January 1984 

A news release was issued in regard to the Maryland Depart- 
ment of Corrections’ program involving the county jail housing 
inmates who had been sentenced to the state institution. The state 
now reimburses the county for those inmates at a rate of $20.04 
per day per inmate. The first six months of the program realized 
a return of $40,072.43 being paid to Garrett County.

The first closed circuit television surveillance cameras were 
installed for the purpose of security. 


February 1984 

Two grants were received from the Maryland Department of 
Transportation.

The intentions were to increase 
patrol and traffic contre? in the smaller towns of the county. 

The fingrprinting program contimued at the Crellln

March 

I used budgetary monies for better equipment for the 
deputies. Each of the dozen cars were equipped with a disc type 
camera and a rechargeabie flashlight which gives off 3,500 
candlepower. 

Jailor John Hershberger began a five-week correctional 
training school in Woodstock, Md. and graduated on April 10. He 
obviously impressed the insiructors because he was asked if he 
would be interested in instructing future classes. He accepted and 
still helps a day or two a month on his days off. 

Bids were received for new police cars and Shaffer Ford 
Sales was the lowest bidder. 


April-May 1984 
I attended the graduation of our newly hired deputy, Phillip 
Buckel, who had just completed 14 weeks of po.ce training in 
Hagerstown. 
I started another tour of the Senior Citizens’ luncheons which 
has been very interesting and enjoyable. 


June-July 1984 

I received approval from the Garrett County Fair Board to 
have our own fair bovth. Werk began in repairing the booth. 

Work began to organize a work release program for the 
inmates, which involved getting approval from the Maryland 
Department of Corrections for their inmates held in the county 
jail. After several weeks of paper work, the program got under 
way in October with the inmates working in potato fields. 


August-September 

The department provided an information booth which 
allowed the citizens an opportunity to meet members of the 
department and to receive free pamphlets concerning prevention 
of crime, home security, etc. The booth also provided a crime- 
an Caw & . 

I met with the Garrett County Circuit Court Grand Jury and 
discussed plans for the future, which included the hiring of an 
additional deputv to work completely within the towns of Mt. 
Lake Park and Loch Lynn. Plans to obtain a four-wheel drive 
vehicle and the possibility of employees receiving overtime pay 
when required instead of compensation time was also discussed. 


October 

I again attended luncheons at all 13 sites with the senior 
citizens and thanked them for their time and suggestions. It was 
the suggestion of one man to implement the work release 
program. 

Assistant Chief Deputy Harland Tichnell began 14 weeks of 
training at the F.B.I. Academy in Virginia. Tichnell is the second 
member of the department to receive the distinction of being 
accepted into the academy. Chief Deputy Van Evans was 
accepted and graduated from the academy in 1980. 

This completes two full years of my serving as sheriff of 
Garrett County.

Tree Protection 


Law Explained 


Trees along Maryland road- 
sides have been protected for 70 
years by a law that yuards 
against unnecessary cutting 
and improper trimming prac- 
tices. Garrett County Project 
Forester Ernie Metz noted re- 
cently that Maryland's roadside 
tree law, enacted in 1914, was 
the first roadside tree law 
passed in the United States. He 
added that the law has far 
reaching effects on the environ- 
ment of Garrett County and to 
visitors as well. 

“Travelers often appreciate 
the values of shade, color and 
beauty of roadside trees while 
not always realizing that the 
highways are also used for 
public utilities,’ he said. “For 
years, the roadside tree law. en- 
forced by the Forest, Park and 
Wildlife service, Department of 
Natural Resources, has ensured 
the proper care and protection 
uf our roadside trees and their 
compatibility with an efficient 
and dependable public utility 
system.” 

Metz and his staff work in 
close cooperation with many 
who perform roadside tree 
maintenance. Regulations have 
been adopted to provide for uni- 
form supervision of tree main- 
tenance crews and the tree care 
standards for work being done 
on roadside trees. These tree 
care standards include trim- 
ming, removal, slash disposal, 
the use of herbicides and the se- 
lection and planting of new 
trees. The roadside tree law 
requires utility companies to 
pay the salary and expenses of 
the Forest, Park and Wildlife 
Service supervisor when the 
supervisor is uispecting the 
work of that company. 
“Utilities and other public 
agencies have worked covper- 
atively with the Forest, Park 
and Wildlife Service to 
pustenler tai ivadude trees 
receive the care and the respect 
needed,"’ Metz stated

Itis 
estimated that existing Rape 
Crisis Centers are serving no 
more than 22 percent of the 
population at risk, and that Dis- 
placed Homemaker programs 
can serve only six percent of 
their targeted population,’ he 
continued. ‘‘It is simply 
unacceptable that many 
victims in crisis find them- 
selves placed on ‘waiting lists’ 
for what should be essentially 
crisis services.” 

On the local level, programs 
such as the Women's Refuge in 
Cumberland provide services 
such as emergency shelter, ad- 
vocacy/companionship, 
counseling, and referrals. 
During Fiscal Year 1984, over 
8,000 volunteer hours were log- 
ged in providing direct services 
to almost 300 women and chil- 
dren. A branch of Women's 
Refuge has opened in Garrett 
County 

“Sadly, the demand for ser- 
vices is expected to continue to 
grow,” commented Bambacus. 
“It is vital that we recognize the 
fact that domestic problems 
affect not only women and chil- 
dren, but reflect the larger 
issue of family and societal con- 
cern as well. It is my sincere 
hope that Governor Hughes 
makes the appropriate 
accommodations as he pre- 
pares the FY 1986 budget,” the 
Senator concluded.

“Over the past several years, 
we have seen the development 
of the concept that domestic as- 
sault is a crime,’’ Bambacus ex- 
plained. ‘In developing public 
policy, we must use the best 
knowledge available in solving 
this and other human 
problems.” 

Bambacus cited a scientifi- 
cally controlled test of the effect 
of arrest in dumestic violence 
cases. The Minneapolis experi- 
ment was conducted by 
Lawrence W. Sherman, vice 
president for research at the 
Police Foundation and Associ- 
ate Professor of Criminology at 
the University of Maryland. 
According to Sherman, field 
studies have shown that there is 
a clear effect of deterrence (of 
subsequent assaults) in cases 
where arrest was used. In fact, 
offenders were shown to be 50 
percent less likely to repeat 
incidents of violence. 

In many states, the police are 
not able to make an arrest with- 
out the signed complaint of the 
victim. In Maryland, police 
cannot make an arrest without 
a warrant issued by a magis- 
trate.

At Broad Ford 


Dr. Stanley L. Rosner, psy- 
chologist of reading and 
chairman of the Reading Clinic 
at Temple University in Phila- 
delphia, Pa., recently visited 
Garrett County to present a 
workshop at the Garrett County 
Board of Education for the 
members of the Teacher Assis- 
tance Team from Broad Ford 
Elementary School. 

This year, Broad Ford Ele- 
mentary School is serving as 
the pilot school for the Mary- 
land State Learning Disabilities 
Project. The Project has been 
designed with a two-fold pur- 
pose: 1) to aid ina more accur- 
ate identification of the learning 
disabled student, and 2) to 
assist with the design of effec- 
tive classroom strategies and 
techniques to aid the learning 
disabled student in achieving 
his/her academic goals. 

Implementation of the Learn- 
ing Disabilities Project at the 
pilot school is through the for- 
mation of a building support 
team referred to as the Teacher 
Assistance Team (TAT), 
according to a Board spokes- 
man. The TAT is composed of 
various faculty members who 
have volunteered their time and 
efforts to assist teachers in 
identifying the learning dis- 
abled students within the class- 
room. The TAT is also designed 
to aid the classroom teacher in 
creating learning strategies 
and techniques to enable chil- 
dren experiencing learning 
difficulties to be successful 
within the classroom setting. 

During his recent workshop, 
Sr: addressed the 
Broad Ford TAT regarding the 
Learning Disabilities Project. 
He clarified the characteristics 
of the learning disabled child 
and the factors resulting in the 
child needing special education 
services. He gave special 
emphasis to the areas in which 
the TAT may provide support to 
the classroom teacher with in- 
struction of the learning dis- 
abled student within the class- 
room. 

Highlighting the workshop 
was Rosner’s presentation of 
numerous classroom 
adjustments, modifications, ap- 
proaches and strategies which 
may be implemented into the

classroom instructional pro- 
grams to better meet the needs 
of those students experiencing 
learning difficulties. Members 
of the TAT are currently mak- 
ing plans to utilize many of 
Rosner’s suggested approaches 
in their own classrooms. 
Tentative plans are being made 
for him to return to Garrett 
County in the future for a 
follow-up presentation.

Fees Reduced 
For Adoption Of 
Horses, Burros 


The cost of adopting a wild 
horse or burro in the Northeast 
has been sharply reduced to 
$125 for each horse and $75 for 
each burro, the U.S. Depart- 
ment of the Interior's Bureau of 
Land Management (BLM) has 
announced. More than 60 wild 
horses and burros from western 
rangelands are currently up for 
adoption at the regional North- 
east Adoption Center in Lewis- 
berry, Pennsylvania, and 
nearly 200 more will be arriving 
during the month of November. 
People who promise to give 
good homes to the animals may 
select as many as four. 

The adoption fee at the North- 
east Center was formerly $215 
for each horse, and $140 for 
each burro, but BLM officials 
have decided that transpor- 
tation expenses will no longer 
be included in the adoption fee. 
According to BLM lLastern 
States Director, G. Curtis 
Jones, Jr., the old fee was dis- 
couraging many people from 
adopting. Jones said that this 
resulted in higher taxpayer 
costs because large numbers of 
captured animals had to be fed 
in corrals for extended periods 
of time. He added that the sub- 
stantially lowered adoption fees 
should help alleviate the 
problem. 

Wild horses and burros have 
been under Federal protection 
since 1971, and more than 74 of 
them have already been 
adopted by residents of Mary- 
land. However, Jones explained 
that the wild horse and burro 
populations prow so fast that 
thousands more must be re- 
moved because of limited food 
and water on their western 
rangelands. 

With care and patience, wild 
horses and burros have been 
tamed and used for riding, 
farmwork, showing and breed- 
ing. BLM requires that 
adopters have adequate shelter 
and corral space with sturdy 
fencing, and at least some 
experience with horses and 
burros.

With colder weather com.ng 
on, people are looking more 
closely at their homes and try- 
ing to figure cost effective 
methods of cutting heating bills. 
One area that is of concern to 
many homeowners is windows. 
With the high cost of storm and 
replacement windows, many 
people are confused about their 
cost benefit. 

One alternative that is avail- 
able to help cut heat loss 
through windows is interior 
storm windows. These are often 
in the form of clear plastic films 
or rigid acrylic sheets that 
attach inside of the primary 
window and can boost the ef- 
ficiency of those windows by 
about 50 percent. Some interior 
storms can pay for themselves 
with the energy they save in one 
month. 

Interior storm windows cut 
heat loss through windows in 
three ways. The interior storm 
window surface is warmer than 
the surface of the primary 
window. This creates a warmer 
feeling in the room because the 
surface is not creating a cool 
convective draft that is 
common to cold surfaces. A 
second way it cuts beat loss is 
that it creates an insulating air 
space between the primary 
window and itself, which in- 
creases the r-value of the 
surface. In addition, the seal be- 
tween the storm and the window 
frame cuts down on the cold air 
that leaks in around the window 
sashes. 

However, interior storm 
windows cannot be a cure-all 
for all window problems. Poorly 
fitted primary windows will still 
let air in to circulate between 
itself and the storm window, 
which will cut down on the 
insulating value. In addition, 
they will not protect the pri- 

mary window from the effects 
of weather, 

Generally, the type of glazing 
used with the interior storm 
window determines its cost. 
However, the type of seal used 
determines its effectiveness. 
This is because the seal does the 
real work of cutting infiltration 
and creating the insulating air 
space. A seal that is continuous 
around the perimeter of the 
window is essential. This seal 
should also be strong enough to 
keep air from leaking into the 
au Space. Seals arc usuauy a 
snap-in retainer seal, a hook 
and loop seal, a magnetic seal, 
a channel and spline system, or 
a seal made with double-sided 
tape. 

To make interior windows 


work their best, the primary 
window should be as tight as 
possible. Weatherstripping and 
caulking can be a big help in 
this job. Also keep in mind that 
many plastic glazings are flam- 
mable, so interior storm win- 
dows should not be installed 
near areas of high heat, such as 
wood stoves, kerosene heaters 
or electric heaters. A final tip 
with the use of interior storm 
windows is to train your family 
in the removal of them. Often, 
in the case of a fire, windows 
are the only escape route, and 
the ability to remove them can 
prepare family members for 
such an emergency.

Assessment Answers & Tax Talk 


On the Meaniug of the Term ‘“‘Growth Factor” 


The “growth factor’ is 
another term with which 
property owners should become 
familiar. It is a name given to 
the assessment rate that is 
applied to the full cash value of 
taxable real property in 


determining the assessment for 
real property tax purposes. 
This technique was developed 
as part of the overhaul of the 
assessment method that 
occurred in 1979 and which is 
generally called triennial

assessments on account of the 
fact that assessments are now 
based on consecutive three- 
year assessment cycles. 

The growth factor superseded 
the inflation allowances which, 
at the time of the conversion, 
were 55% for residential real 
property and 50% for real 
property in other categories. 
Computed by the assessments 
department, the growth factor 
applies statewide, in contrast to 
the actual property tax ratcs 
which are set separately by the 
counties and other taxing juris- 
dictions. 

The growth factor is one of 
three main elements employed 
to produce the annual real 
property tax. The first is the 
actual appraisal of the property 
that the assessors make. The 
task of the assessors is 
periodically to discover the 
cash or market value of 
property. They do this by work- 
ing up a replace:nent cost tabu- 
lation, conducting a sale 
analysis of the :narket, obser- 
vation; and then reconciling 
these findings with their best 
professional judgment in 
arriving at a reasonable esti- 
mate of the probable market 
value of each individual 
property. The assessment 
notice that normally arrives in 
December once every three 
years is the end product of their 
work. 

The second element, the one 
being discussed, is the most ob- 
secure and probably the least 
known. It is not shown on the 
Notice of Assessment. The 
growth factor is better under- 
stood if thought of as the 

dadsessiment juse Os 
there is a “tax rate.” The 
computation of the growth 
factor is made in November of 
each year and applies for the 
taxable year that commences 
the following July. For the tax- 
able year begimung July 1, 198, 
and continuing through June 30, 
1986, the growth factor has been 
computed at 43.4750, or 43.9% as 
a rounded percentage. 

In practical effect, this means 
that, if a property were valued 
at $1,000, the assessment on it 
would be $435. Using $10,000 as a 
value, the tax assessment 
would be $4,350. Any taxpayer 
can obtain an approximation of 
his own taxable portion by 
multiplying the full value, as 
shown on the assessment office 
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Notice, by the growth factor. 


The growth factor is 
calculated by subtracting last 
year’s statewide real property 
full cash value ($102,957) from 
this year’s ($109,225) and 
converting the difference 
($6,268) into the percent of in- 
crease of this growth (.0009). 
The true percentage increase 
this year was a fraction more 
than 6%. 

Continuing the calculation 
last year’s statewide real 
property assessable base 
($44,798) is then multiplied by 
this factor, or 6%, whichever is 
less. The product 
($47,486)—which is called the 
1985/86 statewide real property 
assessable base—is then 
divided by the 1985/86 statewide 
real property full cash value 
($109,225), and the resultant 
product (43.4750) is equal to the 
growth factor, or applicable 
assessment rate, for the forth- 
coming taxable year. Rounded, 
this amounts to 43.5%. The 
growth factor for 1984 was 
43.4925; thus, this year’s assess- 
ment rate is only slightly lower 
than last year’s. The dollar 
figures presented in par- 
entheses are actual for Mary- 
land, but in billions, rather than 
in thousands as shown. 

The third element employed 
to produce the property 
tax—the actual tax rate—will 
be determined some time in the 
spring and applied to the ap- 
propriate assessable portion, or 
phased-in value. for the forth- 
coming taxable year. 


Potomac Edison 
Explains Heating 


Protection Plan 


Since the Winter Heating Pro- 
tection Plan (WHPP) took 
effect November 1, only 500 
residential customers in 
Potomac Edison’s service area 
out of 1,200 eligible applicants 
have elected to participate in 
the program. 

Residential customers who 
qualify for financial relief 
through the Maryland Energy 
Assistance Plan may partici- 
pate in the WHPP. Utilities in 
Maryland are required by the 
Public Service Commission to 
offer the WHPP, intended to 
help low-income customers 
avoid electric service cutoff for 
non-payment of bills and to re- 
store electricity to low-income 
customers whose service was 
terminated for failing to pay 
bills. To be eligible for the 
WHPP, customers must apply 
at their local social service 
agency that administers MEAP 
funds. The local agency for- 
wards applications of those 
wishing to narticipate in the 
WHPP to the utility, which 
must set up special billing pro- 
cedures to accommodate those 
accounts. 

So far, only 40 percent of PE’s 
customers who are eligible to 
receive MEAP funds have 
elected to participate in the 
WHPP for several reasons, 
according to Al Bingman, 
administrative assistant for di- 
vision operations. 

“They do not want a large 
arrearage at the end of the pro- 
gram,” he suggests. ‘Some 
don’t want to create an unpaid 
balance on any account.” 

Once enrolled in the WHPP, 
customers are required to make 
certain minimum monthly pay- 
ments according to their in- 
come level and their primary 
source of heat—electricity, gas 
or other. 

Customers whose service had 
been disconnected, were recon- 
nected as of November 1 if they

Those cus- 
tomers were not required to pay 
either a reconnection fee or a 
security deposit. Potumac Edi- 
son reconnected 12 residential 
customers so far as a result of 
the WHPP according to Bing- 
man. The WHPP is in effect 
from November 1, 1984 through 
March 31, 1989. 

As of April 1, low-income Cus- 
tomers on the WHPP will be 
given special arrangements to 
pay all balances before No 
vember 1, 1985, the start of the 
next heating season. 

Some customers could face 
balances carried over from the 
winter heating season of $200, 
$300 or more, says Bingman. 
“Some of our elderly or low- 
income customers would rather 
make sacrifices than not meet 
their bills,” he says. ‘“‘And wait- 
ing until the end of the heating 
season could prevent some cus- 
tomers with large balances they 
have to pay off.” 

All Potomac Edison cus- 
tomers, regardless of income 
level, are eligible to participate 
in the company’s Average Pay- 
ment Plan, a system that pro- 
vides for equal payments all 
year round. But ‘“‘customers 
can’t be on two payment plans, 
so some elect to stay on the 
Average Payment Plan rather 
than participate in the WHPP,” 
says Bingman. That way, he ex- 
plains, MEAP iunds fur iuw- 
income customers are still sent 
to the company and they can 
pay the difference on a yearly 
basis. 

The WHPP monthly payment 
schedule for electric heat cus- 
tomers is: 

—Those within 0-50 percent 
poverty level must pay $33 per 
month to the utility or 20 per- 
cent of the current bill, which- 
ever is greater. 

—Those within 51-100 percent 
of the poverty level must pay 
$45 per month or 25 percent of 
the current bill, whichever is 
greater. 

—Those within 101-150 per- 
cent of the poverty level must 
pay $57 per month or 30 percent 
of the current bill, whichever is 
greater. 

Customers on the WHPP can 
pay more than the minimum 
monthly payment to lessen the 
balance they'll face in April.

Future Of Oakland Infant Uncertain, 
But She Continues To Beat The Odds 


Life is filled with un 
certainties for tiny Melanie 
Dawn Smith who recently cele- 
brated her first birthday at 
West Virginia University 
Hospital, Morgantown, W. Va., 
where she has lived since her 
premature birth in the fall of 
1983. 

Multiple problems have kept 
her on a respirator but three 
days after her birthday, the 
little girl underwent abdominal 
surgery that finally may allow 
her to go home. 

“At this point, we don’t know 
if she will make it,” said David 
Myerberg, one of Melanie’s 
three doctors in the neonatal 
care unit at WVU. ‘Three 
months ago she was almost 
ready to go home but she got an 
infection in the lungs and had to 
8o back on the respirator."’ 

Melanie was born with 
respiratory distress syndrome, 
a lung disease that affects 
Many premature infants. The 
primary cause, as in Melanie’s 
case, is that the lungs are not 
fully developed at birth. This 
can result in severe damage 
when breathing begins. 

To her parents, Thomas and 
Babette Smith of Oakland, 
there were no signs that the 
birth of their first child would 
be anything but normal. At her

doctor that everything was fine. 

But on the morning of October 
22, she had to be transported by 
the Southern Rescue Squad to 
Garrett County Memorial 
Hospital and then was trans- 
ferred to WVU. She had 
toxemia which developed into 
eclampsia, a condition that is 
life-threatening to both the 
mother and baby. The only 
alternative was delivery by 
Cesarean section. 

“The WVU doctors said all 
along that things didn’t look 
good,’”’ said Mrs. Smith, who 
was in critical condition for five 
days after the birth. ‘‘Melanie 
was given only a five percent 
chance of survival. The doctors 
had to remove part of her right 
lung because it was so severely 
damaged.” 

The surgery was performed 
when Melanie was eight months 
old. She had been on the 
respirator since birth but after 
the lung surgery she was off it 
in two days and her chances of 
survival went up to 75 percent. 

She was fed by bottle but be- 
gan vomiting. A second surgery 
was necessary in August to 
place a feeding tube in her 
stomach. She was scheduled to 
go home a week after the 
second surgery but she 
developed pneumonia which 
forced ler back on to tne 
respirator.

The first year of Melanie’s 
life has been an ordeal for her 
parents, who have tried to re- 
main optimistic. ‘‘Our feelings 
keep changing a lot,’’ said Mrs. 
Smith. ‘‘We cepend on faith- 
—that’s the only thing that gets 
us through sometimes.” 

The third surgery following 
Melanie’s first birthday will 
prevent the passing of stomach 
contents into her lungs but she 
has other problems, 

“When Melanie was very 
small, she had hemorrhaging 
into the brain—another prob- 
lem many premature babies 
have,” Dr. Myerberg said 
“The brain damage this causes 
could range from minor prob- 
lems in school to severe re- 
tardation. It’s something we are 
unable to tell right now.” 

Her doctors are also un- 
certain whether the brain 
hemorrhaging contributed tc 
Melanie’s eye problems. 

“She had oxygen toxicity to 
the eyes which may or may not 
have caused blindness,’’ Myer- 
berg said. ‘I believe she is able 
to see at least some because her 
eyes track—they are not un- 
focused like they would be if she 
were completely blind. But we 
won't know how much she can 
see for about six months.’’ 

The Smiths say it is their 
daughter's persorality that 
gives them the most encourage- 
ment. 

‘We got to hold her for the 
first time a few days before 
Christmas last year and she 
loves attention,” Mrs. Smith 
said. ‘‘The doctors here can’t 
believe how happy she is for 
someone who has been through 
so much. They say this has help- 
ed keep her alive. 

**Right now she is like a new- 
born because of the respirator. 
When she was off the 
respirator, the hospital gave 
her infant stimulation therapy- 
—they got her to make sounds, 
to move and play with toys.” 

By her first birthday, Melanie 
also learned to shake a rattle. 
“We went in on her birthday 
and there were toys and 
presents all over the bed and

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balloons everywhere,” Mrs. 


Smith said. “‘The grandparents 
of the baby next to Melanie 
bought presents for her and we 
had never met them.”’ 

At birth, Melanie weighed 
about 14 pounds and was 12% 
inches long. Her doctors said 
this is about the smallesi a baby 
can be and still live. Today she 
weighs only 13 pounds. Her 
medical chart, two thick 
binders bulging with reports, 
weighs two pounds more than 
she does. 

The result is an enormous 
medical bill. It is $178,000 now 
but the Smiths have no idea 
what the final charge will be. 
They have state medical care 
which pays part of the expenses 
but they have no medical in- 
surance and don’t know how 
they will meet the payments. 
Some of the costs may have to 
be absorbed by the hospital, 
which took in $6 million in 
charity care last year. It is a 
problem with no simple 
solution. 

“Melanie needs to be in a 
tertiary care center,’ Myer- 
berg said. ‘‘If not this one, some 
other one. Her parents live 1% 
hours away from WVU. It would 
take almost four hours to Balti- 
more. She could have gone to 
Johns Hopkins or some other 
place in Maryland but it’s the 
same issue.”’ 

Melanie's story is both happy 
and sad. She has survived for 
one year but her future is un- 
certain. She continues to get 
respirator breaths of oxygen, is 
given medicine to dry out her 
lungs and antibiotics when 
needed for infection. She is still 
fed through a tube in her 
stomach. 

“We hope that within two 
weeks after surgery she can 
come off the respirator and 
soon will go home,” Myerberg 
said. ‘There is always the 
possibility that she won't re- 
cover but she has a greater than 
even chance for survival.” 

“The thing that hurts the 
most,” said Melanie's mother, 
“is that so many women don’t 
care enough to take care of 
themselves when they are preg- 
nant and still have healthy 
babies. Then there are people 
like Tom and me who want a 
baby so badly and do every- 
thing right but still have prob- 
lems.” 

Mrs. Smith believes she was 
too young when she became 
pregnant ai 17 and that this may 
have contributed to Melanie’s 
premature birth. She recently 
volunteered to speak to a family 
planning class at Southern Gar- 
rett County High School, which 
she attended not long ago. 

“T told them that when you 
have a baby so young, there are 
just too many things that can 
happen,’ she said. 

“But the people in Oakland 
have been really supportive. 
People we don't even know 
really do care. We are also very 
thankful for the doctors and 
nurses at WVU who have been 
doing such a fine job. “I just 
hope everything works out this 
time. It has been so long and we 
never know if the news about 
Melanie will be good or bad.”

It isin times such as these when 
we must remember that we must 
take the long-run, rather than 
short-run view. In the short-run 
it is obviously more desirable to 
please people and earn their esteem. 
Yet, we know that in the long run, 
pleasing God is all that really mat- 
ters. If the world rejects us—and 
our rejections are seldom as dev- 
astatingly total as that—it is only 
fora while. 

Furthermore, many of us are 
tempted to play to the grandstand 
rather than to the heavens because 
weare afraid that our witness, no 
matter how bold or brave, will 
not do any good. Often it is true 
that faithful witness is ignored, 
but God reminds us that that is 
his affair, not ours: **And whether 
they hear or refuse to hear...they 
will know that there has been a 
prophet among them"? (2:5)—or, 
ifnot a prophet, at least a witness 
for God. 

In the long run, sitting on a nest 
of scorpions is better than failing 
to witness forthe Lord.

are heavily edited. “Hello, my 
little chameleon bud. ' Gordie 
Tapp tells Marianne Rogers in 
one of the 12 ‘Southern Belle 
segments being taped on the 
second day of production 
‘Gordie, that’s camellia,” the 
director booms over the 
loudspeaker. “For God's sake. 
a chameleon is a lizard’” 

Backstage, the cast mem- 
bers swap stories about the 
eating habits of Junior 
Samples, the ‘Hee Haw 
heavyweight who died last 
year. (Unhke the rest of the 
cast, Samples wore his over- 
alls even when he wasnt 
working: once, in a love scene. 
he dribbled tobacco juice on 
his partner's face ) 

On the set, the audience 
falls quiet as Buck Owens. 
whos been rehearsing with 
his band in a corner, takes 
center stage to launch into 
“Its Not Love, But It’s Not 
Bad” 

“It's ridiculous to enjoy 
doing something so much and 
get paid for doing it,’ he tells 
the crowd, grinning his 
famous wide grin.

Rabies Epidemic 
Stull Spreading 


Throughout State 


Joseph T. Horman, D.V.M., 
Public Health Veterinarian for 
the Maryland Department of 
Health and Mental Hygiene, 
said last week. that the animal 
rabies epidemic that has exist- 
ed in the state since 1981 nov 
has been confirmed in al 
counties (and Baltimore City) 
west of the Chesapeake Bay ex- 
cept Harford, Calvert and St. 
Mary’s Counties. 

Dr. Horman said that the epi- 
demic has surg7d like a wave 
across the state, beginning in 
the western counties and 
moving eastward. 

“The crest of that wave is 
now in Frederick, Carroll, 
Prince George’s and Howard 
Counties,’’ Dr. Harman said, 
“and while the surge there may 
recede, rabies isn’t expected to 
disappear from those counties 
where it has already been con- 
firmed.” 

Dr. Horman said that the 
number of cases of laboratory 
confirmed animal rabies cases 
in Maryland as of November 25 
was 1004. ‘“‘That number,” he 
said, ‘‘already exceeds the total 
number of cases in the state in 
1983 — for the entire year, 838." 

Raccoons, he said, remain the 
principal carriers of the dis- 
ease. Of the total 1004 cases so 
far this year, 874 have been 
raccoons. 

Dr. Horman said that rabies 
incidents may subside during 
the winter months but will 
certainly increase in the Spring 
of 1985. He said further that 
from all past indications, the 
next great surge will probably 
appear in Anne Arundel County 
and Southern Maryland, as well 
as in Baltimore City and Balti- 
more County. 

“If a rabid animal is taken 
across by the Bay Bridge,” he 
said, ‘‘the time of arrival could 
be much sooner.” 

Dr. Horman said that he em- 
phatically stresses again and 
again the significance of not 
adopting wild animals as pets. 
One never knows when one of 
these may develop rabies, he 
cautioned. 

“The same caution applies to 
picking up stray dogs and 
cats,’ he said. ‘‘While the 
motives are certainly humane, 
people are taking a chance be- 
cause they don’t know the vac- 
cination history of these stray 
Cogs and cats. Al such animals 
should be reported to the local 
animal control office.” 

Dr. Horman said that the 
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hand feeding of squirrels is also 
dangerous. ‘‘Rabies in squirrels 
is extremely rare,’’ he said. 
“We have had only two reports 
of rabid squirrels in this out- 
break, but why take the risk of 
having to be treated against 
rabies because of being bitten 
while feeding a squirrel? 

Dr. Horman said that since 
very little can be done to pre- 
vent tlie spread of rabies in wild 
animal populations, major em- 
phasis is placed on establishing 
an “immune barrier” between 
the wild animals and the human 
population. This ‘‘immune 
barrier’, he _ said, is 
accomplished by the vac- 
cination of dogs and cats 
against rabies since these ani- 
mals share our homes and come 
in close contact with people. 

Cats, Dr. Horman said, pose 
the most significant domestic 
animal rabies threat in Mary- 
land at this time. Since the epi- 
demic began in 1981, 21 cases of 
rabies have been confirmed in 
cats, and 13 of those occurred in 
1984. This contrasts with only 
one confirmed case of dog 
rabies in the same period. 


Commission Plans 


North Branch Survey 

The Interstate Commission 
on the Potomac River Basin 
will conduct a survey of resi- 
dents living in counties which 
border the North Branch of the 
Potomac River. 

The survey is planned for 
next spring, and will include 
Garrett and Allegany counties 
in Maryland, Grant and 
Mineral counties in West 
Virginia. 

The purpose of the survey is 
to discover how the people who 
live in the North Branch area 
feel about the river, water re- 
sources problems in their 
counties and their recreational 
preferences. 

According to ICPRB officials, 
the actual polling will be con- 
ducted by a team of volunteers. 
The ICPRB turned to volun- 
teers because it does not have 
enough money to conduct a con- 
ventional survey. Costs in- 
curred by volunteers, however, 
will be reimbursed. Faculty 
members of Potomac State Col- 
lege and Frostburg State 
College will play a leading role 
in the survey. 

The ICPRB was started in 
1940. It is a non-regulatory 
agency designed to provide 
technical and public education 
information to participating 
groups. Commission members 
are the states of West Virginia, 
Virginia, Maryland and 
Pennsylvania.

Social Security 
Changes Noted 


“Each year there are some 
changes in Social Security,” 
Elaine Watson, manager of the 
Cumberland Social Security 
office, said recently. She went 
on to explain a number of the 
scheduled changes for 1985. 

Social Security and Supple- 
mental Security Income bene- 
ficiaries will receive a 3.5 per- 
cent increase in the checks re- 
ceived January 3, 1985, anc 
December 31, 1984, re 
spectively. 

As of January 1985 the 
average Social Security pay- 
ment to an unmarried retiree 
will increase from $434 to $449 
per month and the average pay- 
ment to a widow will rise from 
$401 to $415 per month. 

There will also be some ad- 
justments in the Supplemental 
Security Income program. 
Beginning in January 1985 the 
resource limits will increase 
from $1500 to $1600 for an indi- 
vidual and from $2250 to $24m 
for a couple. At the same time, 
the maximum SSI payment will 
go up from $314 to $325 for an 
individual and from $472 to $488 
for a couple. 

The earnings limit for per- 
sons who receive Social Se- 
curity retirement and survivors 
benefits will also change in 1985. 
Individuals who are under age 
65 in 1985 may earn $5400 in 1985 
without the loss of Social Se- 
curity benefits; those aged 65 to 
69 can earn up to $7320 without a 
reduction in benefits. There is 
no earnings limit for persons 
who are 70 years of age or older. 
These limits do not apply to dis- 
abled individuals, since they 
must report any work, regard- 
less of the amount of income. 

Social Security contributions 
for 1985 will be based on maxi- 
mum earnings of $39,600, up 
from $37,800 in 1984. The contri- 
bution rate will be 7.05 percent, 
for both employee and em- 
ployer. Self-employed indi- 
viduals will contribute 11.8 per- 
cent of net income. 

Medicare changes for 1985 in- 
clude an increase in the Part B 
premium from $14.60 to $15.50 
per month and the inpatient 
hospital deductible will go from 
$354 to $400 for the first 60 days 
af any one hosnitalization

handle questions about the 
Social Security and Supple- 
mental Security Income pro- 
grams. The Cumberland office 
is located at the Country Club 
Mall, Winchester and Vocke 
Roads, LaVale.

Local Forester 
Gives Tips To 
Firewood Buyers 


As temperatures drop, the de- 
mand for firewood rises and 
Garrett County Project 
Forester Ernie Metz cautions 
firewood buyers to be aware of 
what they are buying. 

According to Maryland law, 
firewood must be sold on the 
basis of a standard cord, or a 
portion of a cord, “‘the amount 
of wood which is contained in a 
space of 128 cubic feet, when the 
wood is ranked and well 
stowed.’’ A cord is a volume 
measure arrived at by multiply- 
ing the height times the length 
of the stack, times the length of 
the sticks, all measurements in 
feet. Commonly, a standard 
cord is thought to be four feet 
high, by four feet wide, by eight 
feet long. 

The law was designed as a 
consumer protection measure, 
to protect the fuelwood buyer 
from measurements such as 
“face cord’’, or ‘truck load” 
which vary in volume. 

A firewood seller should also 
identify the wood by species 
group and say if the wood is un- 
seasoned (green) or dry. A rep- 
resentation of two or more 
species groups shall indicate 
within five percent accuracy 
the percentages of each group. 

The Weights and Measures 
Section of the Maryland Depart- 
ment of Agriculture is re- 
sponsible for enforcing the 
method of sale of commodities 
regulations.

Urged To Join 
Protection Plan 


The Maryland Department of 
Human Resources is encourag- 
ing all eligible low income 
Maryland families who have 
not joined the Winter Heating 
Protection Plan to join the pro- 
gram as a protection apainst 
utility shut-offs this winter. 

The Winter Heating Pro- 
tection Plan, which was 
developed by the Public Service 
Commission, is in effect from 
November 1 - March 31, 1985. 
The plan will enable eligible low 
income families to pay a mini- 
mum amount each month to 
keep their gas and electric 
service turned on this winter. In 
addition, households who have 
already had their service turn- 
ed off can get it turned back on 
without a reconnection fee or 
additional security deposit by 
paying a minimum amount or a 
percentage of their bill, which- 
ever is greater, and joining the 
Winter Heating Protection 
Plan. By joining the plan, 
famllies wul be protected from 
subsec-uent turn-offs as long as 
the minimum monthly pay- 
ments are made. 

“The Winter Heating Pro- 
tection Plan is an excellent 
option for anyone who is income 
eligible,” said Shirley Marcus, 
director of the Maryland 
Energy Assistance Program. 
“Even those families who 
generally pay their entire 
utility bill each month may find 
that one month this winter they 
are ina bind. By joining the pro- 
gram, they can pay the lesser 
amount and keep their service

Venison, like other meat, has 
a flavor all its own. If the fanuly 
enjoys the natural Navor of 
venison, the only cooking prob- 
lem is to make the meat tender.

flavor is most pronounced in the 
fat. If fat is desired, ground 
pork or beef may be substi- 
tuted. Disguise the flavor with 
spices, herbs and other season- 
ings. Dilute the flavor by choos- 
ing recipes using stuffings or 
starch fiilers, or use the meat 
with other meats and vege- 
tables. Serve venison in so 
many different ways that the 
family learns to like it. 

One special rule that you 
should follow for venison: Cook 
to the medium or well done 
stage—never rare, never over- 
dene. Tender cuts of meat are 
cooked by dry heat and less 
tender cuts by moist heat. 


Knew the Cuts 

Hind and Foreshank: Use for 
soup, stew, in ground meat, sau- 
sage or deer burgers. 

Round: Venison round steaks 
must be braised unless they are 
from a young animal, in which 
case they may be broiled. The 
lower part of the round is suit- 
able for a pot roast. When the 
leg is small, it may be oven 
roasted. In young animals, this 
cut yields a small number of 
servings. 

Shoulder or Chuck: The top of 
the shoulder makes a good pot 
roast. The arm makes a good 
cut for mincemeat or ground

meat. This cut could be suitable 
for canning. 

Rump: This is used for pot 
toast. If from a tender young 
animal, it makes a very good 
oven roast. It may also be 
canned. 

Neck, Flank and Breast: The 
flank and breast contain an 
appreciable amount of meat. 
They are most palatable when 
ground and used for sausage, 
meat loaf, and deerburgers, or 
cubed and used for soup or 
stew. The neck is tender after 
the tendons have been removed. 
It may be made into pot roast, 
stew, mincemeat, or ground 
meat. 

Try this meat ball recipe for a 
family meal or for an appetizer 
for the holidays: 


VENISON MEAT BALLS 
3 slices soft bread 
+ Cup water 
1‘ pounds ground venison 
2 teaspoons salt 
14 teaspoon pepper 
23 cup finely chopped 
onion 
14 cup butter 
1 tablespoon flour 
34 to 1 cup milk 
Salt and Pepper (for gravy) 
Soak bread in water for 5 
minutes. Break into small bits, 
pressing out as much water as 
possible. Combine bread, 
ground vension, salt, pepper, 
and chopped onion. Blend 
lightly but thoroughly. Shape 
into small balls about 1 inch in 
diameter. Chill for 15 to 20 
minutes. Brown on all sides in 
butter, turning frequently. 
Cover pan. Turn heat to low and 
cook for 15 minutes. Remove 
meat balls to separate pan and 
keep hot.

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Maryland Farmers’ 


Ledgers Better 


Than Their National Counterparts’ 


Do Maryland farmers do as 
well financially as their 
counternarts across the nation? 

The answer is yes, according 
to Robert J. Beiter, agricultural 
economist at the University of 
Maryland. Farmers acruss the 
state have a debt-to-asset ratio 
of less than half of the nation’s 
largest operators, he says. 

Debt-to-asset ratio is a 
comparison between the value 
of the total operation and the 
amount of money owed on that 
operation. Debt management is 
the key to Maryland farmers’ 
fight to keep ahead of bank- 
ruptcy and liquidation, Beiter 
adds. 

“Steady-as-she-yoes” is the 
advice on farm credit ex- 
pansion. Beiter says farmers in 
Maryland and across the 
country must carefully 
scrutinize potential additions to 
their total debt since bank- 
ruptcy and cash flow continue 
to be major agricultural prob- 
lems. 

“You never get anywhere 
without any debt,’”’ he says. 
“But the key is not to go 
overboard.”’ 

Maryland farmers are ap- 
parently taking his advice. 
Beiter says the debt situation 
statewide is slightly better than 
that across the country. 

Maryland's net farm cash in- 
come was up to $266 million in 


1982, Beiter says. But last 
year’s drought conditions hurt 
Inany in the industry. 

Participation in the PIK pro- 
gram aad fluctuating markets 
also affectec: the distribution 
and total of farm income, he 
says. PIK pa ticipants and live- 
stock producers had less 
financial problems than grain 
farmers who were hit hard by 
the drought. 

Maryland farm assets in 1982 
valued approximately $6.7 
billion, with total farm debt in 
the state marked at $1.03 
billion. Last year’s total equity- 
to-asset ratio gave Maryland 
farmers a net worth of 85 per- 
cent, according to USDA 
statistics. This shows that, as a 
group, they are assuming less 
debt than they have assets. 

Real estate values are an im- 
portant part of Maryland agri- 
cultural financing, Beiter says. 

“Our land inflation is as good 
or better than any other place,” 
he says. ‘'That gives us an edge 
here. But at the same time, 
higher land values offer a great- 
er opportunity to get into debt.” 

In 1983, land made up 78.8 per- 
cent of Maryland’s total farm 
assets, with a value of $5.28 
billion. Real estate alone has a 
debt-to-asset ratio of 12.1 here. 
Although above the state ratio 
of 104 in 1982, Maryland’s 
{figures are still well below the

Maryland State ASC Com- 
mittee Chairman, Olin S. Davis, 
Jr., said the written recommen- 
dations must be received in 
Washington by December 7 to 
be considered. 

ASCS conservation programs 
are designed to encourage 
farmers to voluntarily perform 
polluticn abatement, soil, water 
and energy conservation 
measures. The programs 
authorize cost-share funds for 
farmers who ordinarily could 
not or would not perform such 
practices to the extent needed 
without some federal assist- 
ance.

ceeded only in 1980-31—but it 
also strengthened its nosition to 
be of still greater service to 
farmers, well into the future. 

“Most of the divisicns and 
product lines showed gains. 
Tlus was not at all unexpected, 
because of the PIK program, 
the summer drought and other 
problems that soured 1982-83,” 
he said. 

James also reported that the 
consensus is that uncertainty 
hes ahead for agriculture. ‘‘We 
do not expect to see the rapid 
growth of the 1870s repeated,” 
he stated. “For well-known 
reasons, growth of our agri- 
culture exports has slowed sig- 
nificantly, and we see nething 
on the horizon that indicates 
any new fast growth that can be 
sustained.” 


James told the delegates 
assembled from five states that 
net earnings (after taxes) 
reached $10.5 million as com- 
pared to $2.7 last year. ‘‘The 
level of earnings was sufficient 
for a patronage refund of one- 
half percent,” he said.

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Economists Define 
“The Family Farm” 


“Save the family farm’ was 
just one of the political polemics 
heard during this year’s presi- 
dential campaign. 

While everyone is for saving 
the “family farm,” nobody can 
agree on its definition, accord- 
ing to agricultural economists 
at The University of Maryland. 

“Politicians say apple pie, 
motherhood and family farms 
are good,”’ Dr. Billy V. Lessley 
says. “But today’s definition of 
the family farm differs from 
yesterday's.” 

The grandparents of today’s 
farmer may have owned less 
than 100 acres and called it the 
“family farm,” according to 
Lessiey. 

Children and grandchildren 
added to that base and now own 
or rent maybe 10 times more 
land than their ancestors, Dr. 
John W. Wysong adds. 

“A family farm today is a lot 
bigger than it was even 20 years 
ago,"’ Wysong says. ‘“‘Mechani- 
zation has made it possible for 
basically the same number of 
people to run a much larger 
operation.” 

Since 1940, there has been 
little change in the total amount 
ef acreage used for (arming in 
Maryland and across the 
country, Wysong says. But the 
trend is toward fewer and 
larger farms. 

During the last 20 years, the 
number of Maryland farms has 
dropped by 9,000 but the aver- 
age size 1s up from 138 acres in 
1960 to 150 in 1983, according to 
the Maryland Department of 
Agriculture. The growing Balti- 
more and Washington metro 
politan areas have contributed 
to the decline in acreage of 
Maryland farms, economists 
Say. 

A look at national figures 
gives a more realistic view of 
what Lessley and Wysong are 
talking about. Since 1975 the 
general definition of a farm isa 
place that sells or normally 
would sel] at least $1,000 worth 
of agricultural produce. 

In 1960, the average U.S. farm 
was 297 acres. Last year the 
national average was 437 acres 
with 141,000 acres less in the 
total farming plan. There are 
1.5 million less farms now than 
in 1960, according to Maryland 
and USDA statistics. 

Lessley says campaigning on 
the idea of protecting the 
“family” farm goes back to the 
Lyndon Johnson Adminis- 
tration. However, Lessley and 
others are not sure the govern- 
ment’s icea of the family farm 
has evovied as high finance and 
mechanization changed the in- 
dustry.

Revenues From 
Cigarette Tax 
Boost Receipts 


Maryland State Comptroller 
Louis L. Goldstein says alcohol 
and tobacco tax revenues for 
the month of October, 1984, 
edged slightly higher than the 
same month a year ago, princi- 
pally because of an upturn in 
cigarette tax collections. 

October, 1984 revenues from 
alcohol and tobacco taxes 
totaled $8,064,388, up 1.7% from 
the $7,931,130 collected during 
October, 1983. The majority of 
the increase is attributabie to 
higher cigarette tax revenues. 

For the first four months of 
Fiscal Year 1985, alcohol and 
tobacco tax collections total 
$26,695,363, up 2.8% from the 
$25,962,015 collected during the 
same period of Fiscal Year 
1984. 

Distilled spirits taxes, levied 
at $1.50 per gallon, produced 
$3.56 million, an increase of 
about two-tenths of one percent 
over the $3.55 million collected 
for the sanie four months of last 
year. 

Wine taxes, collected at the 
rate of 40¢ per gallon, produced 
$931,215, an increase of 195% 
over the $820,860 received dur- 
ing the identical period of the 
previous fiscal year. 

The beer tax of nine cents per 
gallon yielded $2.7 million, 
down 7.1% from the $2.9 miluon 
collected for the first four 
months of Fiscal Year 1984. 

Cigarette taxes, levied at the 
rate of 13¢ per pack, produced 
$19.4 million, a 4.6% growth 
over the $18.5 million received 
during the same period last 
fiscal year.

The Teaching of Writing in Cur Schovis 

Writing has been the topic of discussion among many local 
educators recently. This renewed focus on the teaching of writing 
1s partly in response to the performance of students on the Mary- 
land Functional Writing Test. 

When the Maryland Functional Writing Test was ad- 
ministered in the spring of 1964, 40 percent of Garrett County’s 
ninth grade students met the level of minimal competency. 
Throughout the state of Maryland, 50 percent of ninth grade stu- 
dents were able to meet the minimum standards as set forth by 
the Maryland State Department of Education. These test results 
have led many school systems, including Garrett County, to begin 
looking closely at writing programs and instructional strategies. 

When students take the Maryland Functional Writing Test, 
they are given a writing assignment designed to elicit a narrative 
or an explanatory writing. These writing assignments, which are 
called prompts, specify the occasion, topic, audience, purpose 
and form for the student response. The student response is then 
evaluated based upon the criteria of content, organization, 
audience, sentence formation, and the conventions of edited 
American English. 

Students from Garrett County who failed the test had the 
most difficulty in the area of content. This means that the stu- 
dents did not sufficiently address the topic and/or that they did 
not provide enough supporting details. Students should improve 
in this area if they are taught pre-writing strategies. Pre-writing 
Strategies should enable the students to organize ideas and to ex- 
pand on background experience related to the prompts. 

Writing is a process which involves three generally accepted 
Stages: pre-writing, writing and revising. It is the pre-writing 
stage which is often the most neglected by student writers, yet 
pre-writing is in many ways the most important stage of the 
process. 

During the pre-writing stage the writer discovers what he- 
/she . knows about the topic, organizes this information, and 
identifies supporting details. Students need to be taught a variety 
of pre-writing strategies which they can call upon for different 
writing occasions. 

English/Language Arts teachers from the high schools and 
middle schools participated in an inservice program on No- 
vember 2 to review the writing process and to discuss pre-writing 
strategies. Content area teachers met at the same time to discuss 
an interdisciplinary approach to the improvement of writing 
abilty. The emphasis so far has been on middle school and high 
school programs; but, as this system-wide effort to improve 
writing instruction continues, elementary schools will need to be- 
come more involved. Time is needed for teachers and adminis- 
trators to meet together to address this subject. Therefore, the 
Garrett County Board of Education may find it necessary to pro- 
vide more inservice time for staff development. 

Parents also have a role to play in improving the writing 
ability of their children. The following suggestions are offered to 
parents in a pamphlet published by the National Council of Teach- 
ers of English entitled How to Help Your Child Become a Better 
Writer: 

1. Talk with your child. The basis of good writing is good talk. 
Share experiences and build a climate of words at home. 

2. Let your child see you write notes to friends, to businesses, 
etc. Parents are both models and teachers for their children. 

3. Be helpful when your child is writing. Help with the pre- 
writing by having your child talk through ideas. Praise your 
child's efforts. Don't focus on mistakes in spelling, punctuation, 
and other mechancis of writing, Instead, emnhasize what your 
child has done well. 

4. Provide a suitable place for your child to write. 

5. Give gifts associated with writing. As Christmas ap-

Financial Aid 
Workshop Slatea

Parents of college-bound high 
school students will have the op- 
portunity to learn about the fi- 
nancial aid options available to 
them at a free financial aid 
workshop at Garrett Com- 
munity College, McHenry 
Campus, on Saturday, De- 
cember 15, at 4 p.m. in the 
library. 

“Most students are eligible 
for some type of aid, but since 
most colleges and universities 
have limited campus-based 
funds available, early appli- 
cation is essential,”’ said Cissy 
VanSickle, financial aid officer 
at GCC. VanSickle will conduct 
the workshop and answer 
parents’ questions about fi- 
nancial aid, regardless of the 
school a student plans to attend. 

The program, which is open

choice,” VanSickle comment- 
ed. ‘Income levels can be quite 
a bit higher than many people 
realize, when these other 
eligibility factors are taken into 
consideration.

“It costs about a dollar a 
month to make every car ride a 
safe one for young children,” 
said Larraine Bernstein Cohen 
of the Department of Health 
and Mental Hygiene’s Project 
KISS—Kids in Safety Seats.

Guide which gives features and 
prices of approved safety 
seats,” she said.

Winter Policies 
Outlined By 


Commissioners 


A wunter policy statement for 
the Garrett County Roads De- 
partment was issued Tuesday 
at a press conference by Gar- 
rett County Commissioner El- 
wood Groves. 

Groves stated, “We have 700 
miles of county roads to main- 
tain this winter and during in- 
clement weather the day crew 
of the roads department will be- 
gin operations at 5:00 a.m. It 
normally takes about three and 
one-half hours to complete the 
treatment of the roads. Then 
the day crew will begin again, if 
walialicu, auu cCouiplele ie 
treatment a second tune. The 
night crew will handle the main 
arteries and, under normal con- 
ditions, will end their shift at 
1: a.m., unless extreme con- 
ditions warrant their staying on 
until 3:00 a.m. We have follow- 
ed this policy for two years with 
much success.” 

The total force of plowing 
vehicles for the roads depart- 
ment include 11 for the Oakland 
area, 12 for the Accident area, 
and nine for the Grantsville 
area. 

Commissioner Groves also 
announced at the press con- 
ference that the commissioners 
would be taking Monday, De- 
cember 24 and Tuesday, De- 
cember 25 as holidays in keep- 
ing with other county agencies. 
People having business with the 
commissioners that week 
should note that the meeting 
day has been changed to Thurs- 
day, December 27.

Erosion Control Kept Local 


The Garrett County Com- 
missioners made the decision, 
on Tuesday, to make appli- 
cation to the State Water Re- 
source Administration of The 
Department of Natural Re- 
sources to retain authority over 
sediment and erosion control. 

The option was presented to 
the commissioners by Lee 
Thorne, county stormwater 
Management engineer and sedi- 
ment control officer, with a 
deadline of January 1, 1985 to 
make the decision. 

Thorne explained the option 
to the commissioners by saying 
that if sediment and erosion 
control were turned over to the 
Slate, ne would be required to 
send one copy of all plans to the 
State agency, and the state 
would pay only for their 
additional portion of control. 

The commissioners are in 
favor of retaining sediment and 
erosion control within the 
county and will apply to the 
State Water Resource Adminis- 
tration for authorization to do 
So. 

The county must meet certain 
requirements set by the state 
agency. The commissioners 
were required to appoint an 
officer to serve as liaison be- 
tween the state agency and the 
County Commissioners. Lee 
Thorne was appointed to this 
position. 

The county is also required to 
submit information including 
the county's present erosion 
and sediment control ordi- 
nance. Thorne told the com- 
missioners that he was sent a 
copy of the model ordinance

Power Failure 
Hits Large Area 
Of Garrett Co. 


A power outage was experi- 
enced by approximately 2,000 
area residents on Saturday, 
according to Jerry Kremer, 
area line superintendent of 
Potomac Edison. 

For six hours, residents of 
Deer Park, Swanton, part of 
Sand Flat Road, areas along 
Route 135, and most of Route 
560 and roads leading off Route 
560 were without electricity. 

Bausch & Lomb was forced to 
shut down during the power out- 
age and the Bethlehem area, in- 
cluding the Cablentertainment 
Tower, was affected by the 
power failure. 

Kremer stated that a 69,000 
volt transmission line broke in 
the Loch Lynn area and caused 
the power failure. He went on to 
say that the exact cause of the 
break in the transmission line is 
not known at this time. An in- 
vestigation will continue, but 
Potomac Edison officials don't 
feel that either of the two most 
common Causes, downed trees 
or gun shots, were responsible.

Local Officials Auend MACo Meeting, 


Md. Legislative Proposals Reviewed 


Garrett County Commission- 
er John Braskey and County 
Clerk Robert Fousek were in 
Annapolis last Wednesday and 
Thursday to attend a legislative 
meeting of the Maryland As- 
sociation of Counties (MACo). 

The major issue discussed at 
the meeting was the state’s fl- 
nancial assumption of circuit 
courts, orphans’ courts, and 
election boards. The general 
consensus of MACo representa- 
tives was to support legislation 
that would limit or cap county 
funds which support portions or 
all of those three departments, 
according to Robert Fousek. 

All 23 counties and Baltimore 
City recently participated in a 
survey to determine the local 
funding of these agencies. Total 
county funding in Garrett 
County amounted to over 
$123,000. 

If the proposal passes during 
the next legislative session, the 
state would deduct the current 
amount of funding from the 
county’s present share of state 
grant money. The state grant 
for Garrett County is currently 
$269,000. 

The grant is based on the 
county’s share of the state's $.21 
tax per $100 on each county resi- 
dent's real estate tax bill. The 
county now receives $.11 of that 
$.21 which totals $269,000. 

“The advantage of this type 
of legislation is that it would not 
oblige the county to increase 
funding of these three state 
agencies,”’ said Fousek. 

In other matters discussed at 
the meeting, voting representa- 
tives of MACo voted to oppose 
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Tickets for the concert will be $2 for adults and $1 for students and 
may be purchased at Englander’s Pharmacy or from membors of 
the choral society.

the Maryland Department of 
Transportation’s proposal to 
stagger driver registrations.

That 
would place a burden en over 
9,000 Garrett County residents 
who would have to travel to the 
Department of Motor Vehicles 
in LaVale.

Frank Oslislo, Annapolis rep- 
resentative from the Depart- 
ment of Natural Resourses 
spoke to the members about 
using Program Open Space 
funds for development in 
counties meeting acreage 
acquisition requirements.

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Moratorium Set 


At Landfill By 
Commissioners 


A 30-day moratorium on the 
disposal of tires and stumps at 
The Round Glade Landfill was 
declared Tuesday by the Board 
of Garrett County Commission- 
ers. 

“We needed to take this 
measure to gain a certain 
amount of control and this will 
take some pressure off the land- 
fill site. It will also give us time 
to study alternatives to this 
problem,” said Commissioner 
Elwood Groves. 

The moratorium was imposed 
as the result of a Site Complaint 
filed against Garrett County by 
the Maryland Department of 
Health and Mental Hygiene. 
The state charged the county 
with discharging certain vola- 
tile organic compounds inte the 
Surface waters at the Round 
Glade Landfill. 

Allen Lewis, engineer for the 
Garrett County Roads Depart- 
ment, in a letter to William 
Eichbaum of the state health 
department, responded to the 
complaint by saying, ‘‘To 
comply with the conditions set 
forth in the complaint, we have 
investigated several alternative 
Solutions . . . we feel an on-site 
treatment process is the most 
feasible.” 

Harris, Smariga and Associ- 
ates, Inc., engineering consult- 
ants hired by the commission- 
ers, presented an outline of 
steps to be taken to correct 
present problems at the landfill, 
which would include the con- 
struction of a containment 
facility with some type of 
aeration process to correct the 
situation at the Round Glade 
Landfill as well as the planning 
and construction of a new long- 
term facility. 

Commissioner Ernest Gregg 
Jr. said, ‘We are at a critical 
Stage and we have to take criti- 
cal steps to correct the bad situ- 
ation at the county landfill. We 
are asking for public cooper- 
ation during this moratorium. 
Violators will be prosecuted. 
We are out of room at the land- 
fill and we need all available 
space for household refuse.”’ 

When asked if the state health 
department had issued the 


necessary permiits to raise the 
contour of the land at Round 


Glade, Gregg answered, ‘‘Indi- 
cations are that we are getting 
those permits. We have been 
getting reasonable cooperation 
from state health officials and 
we are doing everything in our 
power to follow the recommen- 
dations the state has made."’ 

The commissioners said that 
members of the Garrett County 
Sheriff's Department and 
Maryland State Police have 
been notified of the moratorium 
and any person caught violating 
it is subject to a fine of up to 
$1,000. 

Although Paul Shockey, roads 
administrator, was unavailable 
for comment, sources at the 
roads department noted that 
most other counties in the state 
of Maryland already have such 
moratoriums in effect or else 
charge a disposal fee for the 
dumping of tires and stumps. 


Program On Gypsy Moth Control 


Is Presented To Commissioners 


Robert Dekker, forest en- 
tomologist for the Maryland De- 
partment of Agriculture. and 
Bob Tichenor, supervisor of the 
gypsy moth section of the Mary- 
land Department of Agriculture 
presented an informative pro- 
gram on the life cycle, spread 
and control of the gypsy moth to 
the Garrett County Com- 
missioners during their De- 
cember 11 meeting. 

Dekker explained the state 
supervised program against the 
gypsy moth and assured the 
commissioners that although 
there is a serious problem with 
gypsy moth infestation in Al- 
legany and Washington 
Counties, Garrett County has 
only a slight problem at this 
time. 

The highest infestation in 
Garrett County is in the north 
eastern section around Finzel, 
according to Dekker. He ex- 
plained that pure oak forested 
areas such as the ridge tops of 
Allegany and Washington 
Counties and the Finzel area of 
Garrett County are the most 
susceptible to gypsy moth in- 
festation. He went on to say that 
mixed hardwood areas, which 
describes most of Garrett 
because the gypsy moth prefers 
oak trecs. 

State, federal, and local 
governments cooperate in limit- 
ing gypsy moth spread by using 


———— 


cost sharing programs to pay 
for controls. Controls used by 
the state of Maryland are 
Bacillus thuringiensis (B.T.) 
and Diflubenzuron (Dimilin). 
B.T. is a bacterial organism 
which can be used to infect and 
kill the caterpillar in its larval 
Stage. After application, it re- 
mains active for three to seven 
days. To be effective, it must be 
eaten by the caterpillar. Infect- 
ed caterpillars stop feeding

Trailer Burns After Resident 
Mistakes Gasoline For Kerosene 


A mobile home located along 
Old Crellin Road was destroyed 
by fire last evening after the 
renter of the structure thought 
he was putting kerosene into a 
kerosene heater, but after it 
was too late discovered that it 
was gasoline instead. 

Mark Duckworth told 
Oakland fire department 
officers that he had purchased 
what he thought was kerosene 
at Wagner Gas and Oil in Oak- 
land and had just filled his kero- 
sene heater with the liquid when 
he noticed flames shooting from 
the heater. He then grabbed the 
fuel tank of the heater and at- 
tempted to take it outside, but 
the ignited fuel spilled all over 
the floor. He and his wife at- 
tempted to put the flames out 
with rugs, but to no avail. 

Fire fighters from Oakland 
and Deer Park were called to 
the scene by Garrett 
Emergency Management at 
6:54 p.m. and, upon their 
arrival, found the entire struc- 
ture involved in flame. 

Mr. and Mrs. Duckworth and 
their two children were unin- 
jured, but they lost all of their 
possessions. Duckworth told 
Oakland Fire Chief Buzz 
Updyke that he had no insur- 
ance on the family’s pos- 
sessions. 

Catherine Hauser, owner of 


the trailer, reportedly had 
insurance on the structure. 

Firemen rema‘ned on the 
scene until 8:4 p.m. Guy 
Carola, fire investigator for 
Garrett and Allegany counties, 
indicated he was going to 
respond to the scene this 
morning. 

Updyke stated this morning 
that a sign at Wagner Gas and 
Oil on Oak Street which stated 
that white kerosene was avail- 
able at the station was located 
right next to a gasoline pump, 
rather than the kerosene pump. 
The pump has no markings on it 
other than the word “unleaded” 
and he fears other persons may 
have made the same mistake as 
Duckworth and have cans of 
gasoline instead of kerosene. He 
said that he spoke with Ed 
DeWitt, district manager for 
Wagner Gas and Oil, who told 
him that the company em- 
ployees would be glad to check 
tanks of fuel belonging to per- 
sons who purchased what they 
thought was kerosene. DeWitt 
said they would replace the fuel 
without charge if it is not what 
the customer thought he was 
buying. 

An Elk Garden house

She had 
Started a fire in a wood stove 
there and had returned to her 
own home when she noticed 
smoke coming from the trailer. 

Carola reported that a faulty 
flue on the wood stove had 
cauSed the wall to heat and 
catch fire. A fire which occur- 
red for the same reason was ex- 
tinguished at the same trailer 
about one month ago. 

Firemen remained on the 
scene until 1:05 p.m. Also re- 


sponding to the scene was the 
air cascade unit from Grants- 
ville VFD and Deep Creek VFD 
was placed on stand-by status.

An improperly installed wood 
stove at Cabin Lodge, located 
along old U.S. Rt.

By the time we had our inter- 
view, we were totally penniless 
and our cupboards were bare

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We were informed there was no 
way possible emergency aid 
could be given to us. I was told 
that the Department had 30 
days in which to make a de- 
cisic¢n on our case. 

Each week, I called and re 
ceived the same reply —30 days. 
Finally, the House of Hope 
brought us canned goods and 
powdered milk. This, combined 
with groceries my parents were 
able to spare, kept us from total 
deprivation. 

Finally, my husband's unem- 
ployment benefits were 
straightened out, and he began 
to receive his $84 per week. 

After almost two montlis we 
received food stamps and a 
medical card for my son, which 
was Valid only for one week. 

While I am employed, and 
when my husband is working at 
his seasonal job, we pay our 
taxes. If any other jobs were 
available, we would gladly 
accept them. We are not thrilled 
with having to beg for help just 
to keep our children fed. 

I, too, know of families who 
seem to manage quite well on 
their public assistance. | 
believe there should be welfare 
reform, with strict investi- 
gation to stop fraud. But, I also 
believe. there should be fair 
evaluation of cases, so individ- 
uals who are really in need can 
be helped immediately.

or two days later. B.T. is non- 
toxic to other insects and 
mammals. 

Dimilin is a chlorinated 
diphenyl compound which acts 
as an insect growth regulator. It 
is relatively nontoxic to 
mammals and adult insects. It 
is repistered for use in areas in- 
frequently used by humans. 
This material is slower acting 
than other insecticides, and re- 
sults may not be noticeable for 
as long as a week. It is not toxic 
to honey bees or other beneficial 
insects. 

The most effective way to 
apply these controls is to spray 
them by aircraft over large 
areas. A nuxture of BT. and 
Dimilin is used at the rate of one 
gallon per acre, at the cost of 
approximately $5.15 per acre.

balance of the cost. This would 
make the approximate cost to 
Garrett County $1.50 to $2 per 
acre. 

They stressed that counties 
must want to cooperate in the 
program and that the county's 
participation would include cost 
Sharing and resident notifi- 
cation. 

Tentative plans of the State 
Department of Agriculture are 
to spray 1,700 acres in Garrett 
County in 1985. 

The State Denartment of Av- 
riculture will mail a formal 
letter to the commissioners in- 
viting Garrett County to partici- 
pate in the program. The com- 
missioners expressed that they 
will then consider anything they 
can do to help slow the growth 
of this pest. 

Bob Tichenor gave the com- 
missioners a brief history of the 
gypsy moth. He explained that 
they became established in this 
country in 1869, after specimens 
imported from Eurcepe escaped 
from a laboratory in Massa- 
chusetts. The gypsy moth be- 
came a pest because this 
country did not have the natural 
enemies that help keep the pest 
in check in Europe and Asia. 

Infestations containing 
millions of caterpillars can 
strip whole forests in a matter 
of days. However, only a small 
percentage of the millions of 
trees stripped each year actual- 
ly dic. Most put out new leaves. 
But even a sinyle defoliation 
may seriously weaken a tree, 
making it susceptible to 
secondary attack by other in- 
sects or plant diseases. 

Tichenor explained that a ma- 
jor reason for control is that 
hordes of chewiny caterpillars 
impair the beauty and rec- 
reational value of forests, 
parks, and wooded homesites.

Many jurisdictions issue Soil 
Conservation District approved 
standard erosion and sediment 
control plans or single resi- 
dential lot agreements for small 
projects in lieu of requiring 
custom designed erosion and 
sediment control plans. Thorne 
says he hopes to develop a 
standard plan for single family 
residences that will make it 
easier for the private individu- 
al, here in Garrett County, to 
get a permit.

Brandon Frantz says Santa’s 
toys are sent to him from a 
factory by his helpers. Gone are 
the days of handmade toys by 
Santa’s elves. As he discusses 
Santa’s new technology 
Brandon bounces from fluor to 
chair to floor again. 

For an onlooxer, this five- 
year-old’s thinking ability, 
speech and antics are nothing 
short of a miracle. After all, this 
was the child who came close to 
death in August 1983 as the 
result of an accidental gunshot 
wound to his head. 

This boy, who can now sit and 
by himself connect dots 
numbered 22 and 2°, was, a year 
ago, rebuilding his ability to 
walk and talk. Now, he can walk 





backwards on a floor balance 
beam and is an “‘above aver- 
age” student in his kinder- 
garten class at Broad Ford Ele- 
mentary School. 

His parents, Paul and Debbie 
Frantz, smile with pride and 
thankfulness as they talk about 
Brandon’s recovery in the past 
year. But the nightmarish 
events are still vivid in their 
minds. 

“It seems like it happened 
yesterday,” says Pau! who was 
with Brandon when he was shot. 
The two were riding along 
Bumble Bee Road when they 
heard two shots fired. One flew 
past Paul’s head and then 
Brandon screamed. Paul knew 
instantly his son had been shot. 

“T felt he was dying,” Paul

recalls. ‘I kept thinking, 
‘please keep breathing.’ He 
was cluse to a relative's house 
where he drove mumediately 
and called for the rescue squad. 

He aimost took Brandon on to 
Garrett County Memorial 
Hospital, but stcpped instead. 
He now says he is glad he stop- 
ped because the squad was able 
to stabilize Brandon’s bleeding 
and breathing before the 
Medevac helicopter arrived to 
transport the boy to the 
Memorial Hospital in Cumber- 
land. 

Paul chose not to ride with his 
son to the hospital in order to 
te!l Debbie personally what had 
happened. As he watched the 
helicopter fly off, he thought, ‘I

The Garrett Community Col- 
lege Lakers, after suffering a 
Pair of losses last week, turned 
things around this week with an 
81-68 victory over Beaver Com- 
munity College Saturday eve- 
ning at McHenry and an 82-80 
come-from-behind thriller win 
over powerful Hagerstown 
Junior College last night, also 
on the GCC court.

The Lakers used a full court 
press midway through the 
second half against Beaver to 
finally take control of what had 
been a seesuw type of game.

from their family, the Frantzes 
and Filsingers, who put them- 
selves on 24-hour call to aid in 
whatever way needed. For the 
Frantz family, 1983 was a 
particularly trying year be- 
cause not only was Brandon in- 
jured, but one of Paul’s aunts 
died and his father underwent 
bypass surgery. 

The support from other 
churches and people in the com- 
munity will long be re- 
membered by Paul and Debbie. 
They hope to take Brandon to 
visit each congregation who 
ministered tu them. 

Debbie has carefully re- 
corded the events surrounding 
Brandon's injury and his re- 
covery throughout the year ina 
daily diary. He began in the 
physical therapy program at 
Garrett County Memorial 
Hospital the week after his re- 
lease from Memorial Hospital. 
He still goes for therapy once a 
week. 

Brandon’s physical therapist, 
teachers and parents report his 
mental abilities have recovered 
fully, but he still has some 
minor physical disabilities. 

Garrett County Memorial 
physical therapist Theresa 
Hannibal noted that when 
Brandon entered the program, 
he was unable to walk without 
support, had little control of his 
right hand and was unable to 
move his right leg normally. 

Now, Brandon can run and 
jump and kick a ball. 

In fact, any physical dis- 
ability is hard to notice at first 
glance. His right arm has been 
the slowest to recover. Brandon 
still cannot easily button a shirt 
or write with his right hand. His 
parents and physical therapist 
hope his abilities will be re- 
stored to at least 95 percent of 
normal capacity. 

Mentally, Brandon has been 
described as “above average” 
by his kindergarten teacher 
Randee Sell. In school, Brandon 
is well liked by his peers and 
tackles his tasks with determi- 
nation. 

“IT am amazed by him,” Mrs. 
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Sell said. She described 
Brandon as a brave child who 
wants to do his tasks by himself 
and whose confidence in his 
abilities is increasing. 

Theresa Hannibal also de- 
scribed Brandon as a “‘fighter’’ 
who might at times try an 
easier way to do a difficuit task® 
(“That’s normal,” said Ms. 
Hannibal), but cooperates and 
is proud of his) accomplish- 
ments. 

“IT enjoy working with him,” 
she said. 

So nany people have h2Iped 
in Brandon's recovery, Paul 
and Debbie noted, that not all 
can be mentioned. But they 
talked to Dr. Ashker, Brandon’s 
physician in Cumberland, 
Health Department personnei 
who gauged Brandon’s prog- 
ress, the Head Start teachers 
who included Brandon in that 
program last year and the 
Mountain Top Softball League 
and Republican State Central 
Committee which conducted 
fund drives for Brandon’s trust 
fund. They hope Brandon will 
use most of that money for his 
future education. 

One who helped greatly in 
Brandon’s first months of re- 
covery was his little brother, 
Nathan. At the time of 
Brandon’s injury, Nathan was 
two years old. 

How much Nathan re- 
members of the event, Debbie is 
unsure, but she knows one last- 
ing result is the strong bond that 
developed between the brothers 
as Nathan patiently tended to 
Brandon's wants and happily 
entertained him. 

Brandon seems to remember 
some of the incident, although 
he remembers none of that first 
week after he was shot. But, he 
knows he was shot. 

His slight disabilities do not 
inhibit him, his parents note. 
His physicians have lifted all re- 
strictions on his physical 
activities, even after an oper- 
ation this past July when he 
underwent surgery for the 
placement of a plate in his head. 
However, they suggest he not 
become involved in boxing, 
wrestling or football. 

Physical education teacher 
Phil Caruso says he is amazed 
at Brandon’s progress since he 
began school in September. He 
ranks Brandon's physical 
development as about equal to 
his age group. And, he says, “‘I 
think he will be able to compete 
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in whatever he chooses.” 

Caruso, Sells, Hannibal and 
his parents all perceive a spirit 
of determination in Brandon to 
succeed at what he tries. Per- 
haps it was this determination 
that has brought him thus far, 
exceeding all predictions and 
all timetables. 

Brandon’s aunt Pam Ashby 
Noticed in the days after his in- 
jury that he had gained a 
special understanding of life 
that few ever grasp. ‘‘He 
seemed to mature overnight,” 
she commented. Weeks after 
his injury, Brandon told his 
mother he had seen God and 
that God had told him to come 
back to his parents. 

Only time will tell what effect 
the August 1985 tragedy will 
have on the Frantzes and on 
Larry C. Reams, the fated 
shooter of those stray, .357 
magnum bullets. 

Paul and Debbie have long 
since forgiven Reams for the 
accident. His parents became 
instrumental in organizing the 
fund drive for Brandon's trust 
fund.

The judge also postponed a 
case against Cree Teets filed by 
Delauder after the same Oct. 27 
incident. Delauder charged 
Teets with fourth degree sex of- 
fense and battery. 

In other cases on Dec. 4, 
Judge Turney rendered a 
sentence for Keith Truman Mc- 
Quaig, 23, Mountain Lake Park, 
who had been found guilty of 
breaking and entering and theft 
in court on Oct. 9. The judge 
sentenced McQuaig to 89 days in 
the Garrett County Jail and to 
18 months on supervised pro- 
bation for the breaking and 
entering charge. Twenty-two 
days in the jail sentence were 
suspended.

On the charge of theft he re- 
ceived 89 days in jail and 18 
months of supervised probation 
to run concurrently with the 
previous sentence. The judge 
also suspended 22 days of this 
jail term. 

The judge granted McQuaig 
credit for time served while 
awaiting his sentencing, but the 
judge ordered him to enter 
alcohol therapy and to seek 
permanent employment. 

Frank Raymond Gianiny, 
Rockville, received his 
sentences in two separate cases 
involving bad check charges. 
He had been found guilty of 
three bad check charges, filed 
by Evelyn Weissgerber, owner 
of Wynlyn’s near McHenry, on 
Sept. 11. 

In court, Judge Turney 
sentenced him to 18 months 
with the Department of Correc- 
tions for each charge, but then 
suspended the jail term and 
placed him on 18 months of 
supervised probation, all three 
sentences are to run con- 
currently. Gianiny also re- 
ceived fines totaling $30. 

Gianiny had also been found 
guilty of a bad check charge 
filed by Donnette Angle, front 
end manager for Brownings 
Foodland, in court on Sept. 11. 
The judge sentenced him to 18 
months with the Department of 
Corrections and fined him $15. 
He suspended the jail term and 
placed him on 18 months of 
supervised probation to run 
concurrently with the previous 
sentence. 

Frank William Creen, 20, 
Pittsburgh, Pa., was found 
guilty or mating a folea ctota 
ment to police on July 30 after 
an accident on Route 219. Creen 
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“had reportedly told police in-— 


vestigating the accident that he 
was driving the wrecked car. 
Later he confessed his friend, 
Clifford Eich, had driven the 
car and he had lied to protect 
Eich. Creen had also been 
charged with DWI because a 
state policeman saw him 
attempting to drive the car out 
of the ditch in which the car had 
landed. 

Creen received a fine of $200 
plus a sentence of 89 days in 
jail. The judge suspended the 
jail term and placed Creen on 12 
months of unsupervised pro- 
bation. 

The judge convicted David L. 
Cooper, Jr., 27, Swanton, of ma- 
licious destruction of property 
and intoxication which had been 
filed against him by Marie 
Broadwater, Grantsville, after 
a Sept. 19 incident at her home 
on Bear Hill Road, near Grants- 
ville. According to court docu- 
ments, Cooper came on Broad- 
water’s property in a drunken 
condition and caused $20 worth 
of damage to her door after try- 
ing to run his hand through it. 

The judge fined Cooper $5 and 
sentenced him to 89 days in Gar- 
rett County Jail. He suspended 
the sentence and placed Cooper 
on 12 months of unsupervised 
probation. The judge issued the 
same sentence for the charge of 
intoxication and ordered it to 
run concurrentty with the 
previous sentence. 

Three other charges filed by 
Broadwater; breaking and 
entering, disorderly conduct 
and wanton trespassing; were 
declared nolle prosequi.

Recently speaking 
at Union Theological Seminary 
in New York, he told of those 
traumatic days: 

On October 19, 1984, fifteen 
of twenty candidates for ordina- 
tionat Luther's Augustinian mon- 
asterv in Wittenber: were apelled 
fram that official seminary for 
preachers, i few days earlier the 
fifteen of us had sent to Retch- 
Bishop Ludwig Mueller in Berlin 
a letter that stated: '‘The under- 
signed candidates for ordination 
want vou to know that from now 
on we will he responsible to the 
Confessing Church Svnod...we 
shall accept directions only from 
the Council of Brethren of the 
Confessing Church." 

A TWISTED CHI RCH 

The Confessing Church, led by 
Martin Niemoeller and Dietrich 
Bonhoeffer, was a tiny handfull 
ot Christians who were determined 
to resist what Bethge called ‘the 
fatal temptation: nazification— 
Germanization, Teutonizing sup- 
ported even by resp. ctuble theo! 
Ogy and distinguished theolo 
Bans. ‘It was,’’ says Bethge, ‘‘a

No matter how 
much we might enjoy delivering 
the ‘tbad news”’ of condenina- 
tion, we are really much more called 
to proclaim the ‘‘good news’’ of 
redemption.

Bethge and his compatriots nghtly 
reahzed that the Nazi regime posed 
a gigantic threat to Christianity, 
for it proposed to ecli,se Christ 
the Suffering Servant with Hitler 
the Victorious I eader. Although 
the Nazis glibly held that a Chris- 
tian could continue to serve both, 
it was obvious that to serve the 
one meart lorsaking the other. 

Hitler is Gea:! and gone, but 
the threat of the ‘twisted cress” 
and the **Teutonic-Hero”’ are not. 

Vhat is the kind of Hero idolized 
by so many people today: the Hero 
who strikes down his enemies with 
a ruthlessness that is justified by 
ideolovical pucpose. Itis the Hero 
who cun press 4 button and de- 
stroy one hemisphere of the world 
and maybe the whole planet. It 
is the Hero who.e might deter- 
minesright. 

What the world needs as never 
before is the vision of the only 
hero wig can save both the world 
and ourselves, who conquers with 
love and redeems with grace. 

Hero-worship is inherent in 
human nature. The problem is 
not that we persist in hero-worship, 
but that we still venerate the 
wrong hind of hero.

too much to drink. A person 
observing a suspected drunk 
driver can report that driver to 
police by using CB radio, tele- 
phone, or making direct contact 
with police. All State Police 
installations and some local 
police agencies monitor CB 
channel 9. 

BE A FRIEND, THEN A 
HOST—Don't let intoxicated 
guests leave your home and 
drive! Persons who serve 
alcoholic beverages when 
entertaining must consider 
assuming a certain amount of 
responsibility. Some sugges- 
tions would be to make non- 
alcoholic beverages available 
at your party and make plenty 
of snacks. Food slows down the 
rate at which alcohol is ab- 
sorbed into the bloodstream and 
nibbling slows down the rate at 
which people drink. If a host or 
hostess observes someone who 
has had too much to drink, sug- 
gest that someone else drive 
them home. Offer that guest a 
place to stay overnight, call a 
taxi, or when all other 
measures fail, call police to pre- 
vent them from driving. 

The more alcohol you drink, 
the worse you drive. Alcohol 
slows down the activity of the 
brain and nervous systems and 
impairs six basic skills needed 
for driving. Those skills are re- 
action time, vision, judgment, 
comprehension, sense of touch, 
and motor performance. With- 
out these much needed skills 
your ability to operate a motor 
vehicle is greatly impaired. 

ALWAYS BUCKLE UP—The 
use of safety belts is the great- 
test protection you have against 
drunk and crugged drivers. Re- 
strain yourself and your family 
just in case! All occupants of 
motor vehicles should be urged 
to buckle up before every trip. 

Additionally, motorists have 
to be aware of the problems 
regarding drugs and driving. 
Prescription drugs are a prime 
example. Many of them impair 
driving skills as effectively as 
alcohol or street drugs. Anti- 
histamines, tranquilizers and 
any medication containing a 
narcotic reduce reflex action 
and limit judgment. When 
mixed with drinking and driv- 
ing the effects are even worse, 
Travers said. 

“It is hoped special emphasis 
during this week’s cainpaign 
will heighten the public’s 
awareness of the all too often 
tragedies and consequences 
associated with drinking and 
driving,” Travers stated. ‘In 
Maryland, and throughout the 
country, we could reduce the 
deaths and injuries on our high- 
ways dramatically by changing 
attitudes and behavior.” 

State Police urge all motor- 
ists to obey the speed limit, not 
drink and drive, and always use 
their safety belts when driving.

For Reducing Food 


Stamp Error Rate 

Maryland State Department 
of Human Resources Secretary 
Ruth Massinga announced re- 
cently that Maryland will re- 
ceive $634,000 in federal funds 
as enhancement for reducing 
the food stamp error rate. 

Maryland’s food stamp error 
rate was 11 percent in 1982 be- 
fore an error reduction pro- 
gram was implemented that re- 
sulted in reducing the error rate 
to 7.4 percent within a year. 

Reducing the error rate led to 
reduced costs of between five 
million and $10 million, giving 
the state one of the best per- 
formance rates in the country 
More than $180 million is spent 
annually on the food stamp pro 
gram in Maryland. 

Increased staff, quarterly 
recertification and a stepped up 
review system are credited for 
the dramatic improvements. 

“I am exceptionally pleased 
that we have been successful in 
reducing our food stamp error 
rate. As of March we have re- 
duced the rate even further to 
6.8 percent, '’ said Secretary 
Massinga. 

The Secretary went on to cite 
the ‘excellent job’ being done 
by Income Maintenance 
workers in the food stamp pro- 
gram.

Year-end donations. 


A taxpayer generally deducts 


charitable contributions for the year in which he actually 
pays them, regardless of his method of accounting. This 
principle might seem to give contributors little leeway in 
making year-end tax maneuvers, But consider this: 

Example. Bill Katz plans to make a donation to his 
University’s research hospital. His accountant assures Bill 
that he would benefit most by a deduction in the current 
year. But Bill is short of cash and won't have the funds for 
his donation until early in January. 


IRS approved solution. 


IRS has approved the use of 


credit cards to solve this problem. RevRul 78-30. It has 
ruled that an immediate deduction is available for a 
charitable contribution made via a credit card. A credit 
card user-contributor becomes immediately indebted to the 
credit card issuer in such a way that he can’t stop payment 


to the charity. ¢ 16,032(15). 
And that’s not all. 


The IRS has applied the same 


principle to the deduction of medical expenses paid witha 
bank credit card. RevRul 78-39, { 16,396(20). And the same 
reasoning should apply to other itemized deductions of cash 


basis taxpayers.

Cimetidine, the common ulcer medication, may 
prolong or intensity the effects of other drugs such as 
anticoagulants, some tranquilizers, digoxin, some beta 
blockers, and others. Ulcer patients who take other 
medications as well are advised to have blood level tests 
periodically to ascertain that doses are safe and eftective. 

To ward off the discemfort of ‘dry socket” alter tocih 
extraction, researchers at the University of Maryland fill 
the tooth space with a collagen sponge that keeps the blood 
clot in place so the wound can heal; then the sponge 
dissolves. 

Recurrent bleeding inside the eye after injury can be 
stopped by aminocaproic acid, say researchers at the 
University of Illinois Eye and Ear Infirmary in Chicago.

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ASCS Official 
Savs ACR Must 
Be Eligible Land 


Olin S. Davis, Jr., chairman 
of the Maryland State Agri- 
cultural Stabilization and 
Conservation Committee, 
reminds farmers who plan to 
participate ir the 1985 acreage 
reduction programs that crop- 
land taken out of production and 
devoted to the acreage conser- 
-vation reserve (ACR) must be 
‘eligible land which meets 
certain requirements. 

“To be eligible, the land must 
have been devoted to row crops 
or small grains in two of the 
past three years,”’ Davis said. 
“Farmers need to be sure that 
the land has actually been 
planted within the specified 
time frame,” he said. 

When farmers sign up for the 
acreage reduction programs, 
they agree to protect their idled 
cropland from soil and water 
erosion by planting certain 
grasses, legumes, small grains 
or other cover on the land. They 
are required to maintain and 
protect these acres from in- 
sects, weeds and rodents. The 
program contract also prohibits 
harvesting ACR land. Grazing 
is prohibited during the five 
principal growing months of 
April 1 to August 31.

the American Farm Bureau 
Federation for consideration at 
the National Convention in 
Hawaii. 

At Tuesday’s Nationwide 
luncheon, Paul Donald, presi- 
dent and general manager of 
the insurance company, told 
conventioners that MFB and 
Nationwide have had a solid 
partnership for over 56 years, 
and that both realize the value 
of sharing problems.

Although FF A Alumni Associ- 
ations at the local and national 
level were not established until 
1972, Wildesen served on a com- 
mittee at the 1934 National Con- 
vention to establish alumni as- 
sociations.

Selenium and Vitamin E Supplementation for Sheep 

Garrett County is a selenium deficient area. Research 
conducted at a number of Universities over the last five years has 
clearly shown that selenium deficiency is a cause of weak and 
dead lambs at birth. All Garrett sheep producers should have 
their ewe flock on a commercial sheep mineral premix, that 
contains selenium, at least two months before lambing. The 
mineral premix should be available free choice and placed in an 
area accessible to the ewes on a daily basis. If the mineral mix be- 
comes wet and caked. it is of no value to the sheep.

Industry Stable 


ln Marvland 


If you live in most places 
throughout America, there’s a 
one in 20 cnance inat the retali 
service Station in your neigh- 
borhood has closed in the past 
vear. But that's not the case in 
Maryland, according to State 
Comptroiler Louis L. Goldstein, 
who says that chance in Mary- 
land is only one in fifty. 

“Results of our recently 
completed survey of Maryland 
service stations confirm our 
contention that our state’s retail 
service station divorcement law 
continues to provide a marked- 
ly more stable marketplace 
than in the nation as a whole,” 
Goldstein said. 

According to the survey, con- 
ducted by the Comptroller's 
Office this fall, the number of 
service stations has remained 
relatively constant since 1981. 
Maryland's minimal annual 2% 
loss rate, from 2,273 stations in 
1981 to 2,134 in 1984, 1s far below 
the 5% national average annual 
decline during the same period, 
as reported by National 
Petroleum News.. 

The survey was conducted 
my motor fuel inspectors from 
the State Comptroller's Office, 
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divorcement law was imple- 
mented on July of 1979, after 
being upheld by the United 
States Supreme Court, and hus 
become a model for othr 
states. Throughout that period, 
independent sources have con- 
firmed lower gasoline prices 
here than in similar East Coast 
areas. These lower prices can 
be attributed to the relatively 
small dealer margin in Mary- 
land which results from the in- 
creased competition fostered by 
divorcement.”” 

The survey also revealed tlie 
changing face of the retail 
service station industry. 
“Jobbers” or distributors are 
now supplying fuel to a ma- 
jority of service stations in 
Maryland (52.8%), reflecting 
an increase in ‘‘jobber’’ 
operated convenience store and 
gas and go type facilities. 

In addition, the number of 
service stations offering only 
self service continued to grow, 
while those offering only full 
service islands declined. How- 
ever, the number of stations 
offering both full and self 
service islands remained about 
the same. The number of 
service stations offering auto- 
motive service also declined, 
reflecting the growth of con- 
venience store and gas and go 
operations.

School Board Approves Split Shifts 


For Northern High, Middle Schools 


The question of what will 
happen to Northern High School

State, County, DNR Officials 


Strive To Resolve Controversy 


An effort was made to im- 
prove the relationship between 
the Garrett County Commis- 
sioners, State Legislators, and 
Department of Natural Re- 
sources Officials at a meeting 
held last night at The Will O’ 
The Wisp in McHenry. 

The officials attending have 
agreed not to release any infor- 
mation until a joint statement 
can be prepared. 

“We covered a multitude of 
areas including the Youghio- 
gheny River, Deep Creek Lake 
regulations, and off-road 
vehicle trails,’’ said Robert 
Fousek, county clerk. He went 
on to explain that there was 
agreement on some things but 
that other items were left hang- 
ing. The Yough River Advisory 
Board and state land acquisi- 
tion seemed to be the topics 
causing the most disagreement, 


according to Fousek. He feels 
that more meetings will be held 
in the near future to continue 
the progress made last night. 

The officials who attended 
last night’s meeting were: Dr. 
Torrey Brown, secretary of the 
Maryland Department of 
Natural Resources; Fred 
Eskew, assistant secretary for 
Capital Programs; Don 
MaclLauchlan, director of the 
Maryland Forest and Park 
Service; David Hathway, DNR 
chief of operations, who 
assisted in writing the Deep 
Creek Lake regulations; Frank 
Oslislo, staff assistant, Wild and 
Scenic Rivers Board; Commis- 
sioner Ernest J. Gregg, Jr.; 
Commissioner John G. 
Braskey; Delegate George 
Edwards; Senator John Bam- 
bacus; and Ruwobert Fousek, 
county clerk. 


one,” pointed out Jaiues Lupis, 
assistant superintendent of 
schools, meaning that all of tne 
options considered had bad as- 
pects. Lupis chaired the NHS 
housing committee since its in- 
ception two and a half years ago 
and was the lone dissenter of 
the option selected. 

Lupis noted the committee 
has studied an array of alter- 
natives, but was pushed into a 
decision two weeks ago because 
of the requirement by state of- 
ficials that the student relo- 
cation plan be included with 
NHS renovation plans to be con- 
sidered for funding in FY 1986 
should the General Assembly 
allot additional funds. 

The state Inter-Agency Com- 
mittee for Public School Con- 
struction had denied funding for 
the program for FY 1y86 be 
cause of lack of funds, but iridi- 
cated this week if more money 
were allotted, the project would 
have top priority. 

Tn his recommendation to the 
board, Kvscavage noted the ad- 
vantages and disadvantages of 
split shifting. Among the ad- 
vantazes were that split shift- 
ing would maintain school unity 
for NHS students, would maur 
tain extra-curricular activities, 
would allow for more efficient 
deployment of teachers, aides, 
secretaries and other staff, and 
would make discipline and 
supervision easier. 

Among the disadvantages 
were that split shifting would 
disrupt the middle school pro- 
gram, would mean high costs 
for transportation and would 
decrease instructional time for 
all students. 

Lupis noted that the transpor- 
tation costs to execute this 
option couid run between 
$250,000 to $500,000. 

Another option considered by 
the conunittee was to separate 
the high school grades and 
house one group of students at

the top priority for funding if 
the 1985 General Assembly 
grants more money for public 
school construction, Dr. Jerome 
Ryscavage, Garrett County 
Superintendent of Schools, 
announced Tuesday. 

The state Inter-Agency Com- 
mittee for Public School Con- 
struction made that decision 
Monday after Dr. Ryscavage 
appealed the board’s decision 
not to include money in its fiscal 
year 1986 school construction 
budget for the county project. 

Ryscavage stated Tuesday he 
believes there is a lot of support 
in the General Assembly for 
providing more money for 
public school construction. 

In his statements to the 
board, Ryscavage noted the 
future for the renovation proj- 
ect was bleak if no money was 
granted this year because of a 
proposal by President Ronald 
Reagar. to abolish the federal 
revenue sharing program, the 
major source of public con- 
struction funds on the county 
level. Ryscavage added that if 
the President's plans become 
reality, he believed there would 
be no capital improvement 
funds at the local level. 

Ryscavage pointed out that 
revenue sharing funds were es- 
sential in the construction of the 
Accident Elementary School 
and in planning renovation proj- 
ects for either of the two high 
schools. 


Ryscavage noted that since 
the LAC staff last saw the reno- 
vation plan in Octeber, the 
Board of Education has en- 
paged a construction manager, 
the Mellon-Stuart Company, 
Charleston, W.Va., who will

Thanks to the Washington Post newspaper, most 
of the world now knows about the formerly top- 
secret spy satellite that will be launched via the 
space shuttle next month. An article which appeared 
in yesterday’s Post gave rather detailed in ormation 
about the satellite’s capabilities and how it will be 
used to observe military action by the Soviet Union. 

Knowing that classified information about the 
satellite had leaked out of the Pentagon, the Depart- 
ment of Defense requested a few weeks ago that 
the media not release the information, fearing such 
action would be detrimental to the nation’s security. 
The wire services, major broadcasting networks 
and other large publications honored the request, 
unlike the publishers of the Post, who claimed that 
their story did not reveal any information that was 
not already available to the public. 

We agree with Defense Secretarv Caspar Wein- 
berger that the Post’s action was “irresponsible” 
and that newspaper personnel haven't the ability or 
the knowledge to decide just what military 
information may or may not be damaging to 
national security. Freedom of the press is one of this 
country's most precious possessions and it is the job 
of a good reporter to find news and dig for facts on 
items that, when published, may not be too popular 
with government officials. However, national 
security must be not only a concern of every media 
person, but also a priority, which supersedes what 
may be nothing more than a good newsstory. 

We also blame the Defense Department, how- 
ever, for its own irresponsibility in not taking better 


care of top-secret 


information. 


If newspaper 


reporters are able to obtain classified information, 
then there is no doubt in our minds that the Soviet 
intelligence network is also well aware of every 
detail. In this particular case, it is unlikely that the 
Soviets did not already know the information about 
the satellite that was contained in the Post’s article. 

We wish to report an item in this column today 
that has been published before, but should be 
reported over and over again. We guarantee that it 
is not classified information. It concerns the birth of 
a special child nearly 2,000 years ago in the city of 
Bethlehem, which we celebrate during this season. 

That child was the ultimate gift to each one of 
us, for through him, we gain life, forever. And that is 
truly GOOD news. Merry Christmas.

Garrett Community College, 
another at Camp Hickory, 
another in a protected site at 
the high school and to keep 
ninth graders at Northern 
Middle School and sixth graders 
in the elementary schools. 

Ryscavage noted the advant- 
ages of this were that it would 
not affect the programs for the 
middle and elementary school 
students and that it would not 
cause as high a transportation 
cost hut that it would greatly 
reduce the high school pro- 
grams. 

Ryscavage said that in con- 
sidering the array of options he 
thought the best option was split 
shifting because it would 
moderately affect two groups of 
students and not drastically 
affect just one. 

Michael Sines, transportation 
director for the county schools, 
said that whatever plan is de- 
vised for split shifting, he would 
work to preserve the transpor- 
tation schedule for elementary 
students so their programs 
would not be disrupted. He 
noted that as far as he has de- 
termined, the must the element- 
ary students would be affected 
is that their bus runs might 
start 15 minutes to half an hour 
earlier and end that much later. 

Northern Middle School 
faculty submitted a letter to the 
board indicating they supported 
an option that did not require 
sharing Northern Middle 
School, but they indicated they 
were willing to cooperate in a 
split shift situation. 

David Glendening, rep- 
resentative for Stuart-Mellon 
Company which is the construc- 
tion manager, told the board his 
company is working on a plan 
which would allow NHS vo- 
cational education students to 
have classes in an isolated part 
of the school, which would have 
to be approved by the state fire 
marshal, until Nov. 22, 1985, 
when the vocational education 
wing of the school is planned to 
be completed. He said the 
firm's plan is to allow 
occupancy of the vocational 
education section by Dec. 2. The 
construction manager is pro- 
ceeding on its plans with the ex- 
pectation the project will get 
funding from the state and will 
begin in 1985 

The vocational education stu- 
dents would still take their aca-

age noted. 

Tom Fowler, NMS principal, 
stated he was concerned about 
space for high school students 
and noted that his school 
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supposedly has a capacity for 
600, but that his school was 
crowded with 460 students.

Lupis explained that the com- 
mittee, in considering options, 
at first had hoped to use the old 
Accident Elementary School, 
but that after an onsite in- 
spection they decided that 
building was unsafe.

The Board of Garrett County 
Commissioners heard reports 
from representatives of county 
departments and agencies 
Tuesday at the monthly county 
staff meeting. 

Board of Education 

Superintendent of Schools Dr. 
Jerome Ryscavage told the 
commissioners he had met this 
week with memoers of the 
Inter-agency Committee for 
Public School Construction con- 
cerning the approval of the 
renovation of Northern High 
School and the proposed reno- 
vation of Southern High School. 

Ryscavage said he had re- 
ceived a verbal commitment 
from the 1AC stating that if ad- 
ditional funds were made avail- 
able that Garrett County was 
first on the list to receive them. 

According to Ryscavage, the 
next sten in tne renovation 
process would be the approval 
in January by the Maryland 
Board of Public Works. 

A committee which was ap- 
pointed approximately 18 
months ago submitted a split- 
shift plan for students during 
the renovation to school board 
members. Ryscavage said the 
board had essentially approved 
the committee’s recommen- 
dations, but due to state laws 
mandating the amount of daysa 
student must attend school the 
plan must still undergo some 
changes.

Discussed By Sanitary Commission 


The Bloomington and Gor- 
mian sewer projects, Kitzmiller 
and Shallmar water projects, 
the Upper Yough rehabilitation, 
and a phone system purchase 
were all topics covered by the 
Garrett County Sanitary Com- 
mission at the November 27 and 


December 4 meetings. 
Bloomington Sewer 


Sanitary District Adminis- 
trator Wendell Beitzel met with 
the Garrett Co. Commissioners, 
November 27, to obtain concur- 
rence of the commissioners to 
develop a Bloomington Sanitary 
District 

Beitzel proposed that the 
Bloomington town boundaries 
be used as boundaries of the 
Sanitary District as there is no 
documented need for sewer 
lines outside of town. 

The engineering firm of 
Greenhorne and O’Mara is 
actively working on the systems 
preliminary design. 

A resolution to form the 
Bloomington Sanitary District 
will be prepared for presen- 
tation to the Garrett Co. Com- 
missioners on December 18. A 
public hearing in the Blooming- 
ton area will then be arranged 
by the commissioners. 

Following the creation of the 
sanitary district, a formal 
public hearing will be planned. 

Gorman Sewer 

The design for the Gorman 
sewer system is substantially 
complete with the exception of 
some easements on the Chessie 
System’s railroad property. 
The plan is to locate the treat- 
ment facility on railroad prop- 
erty but layouts and designs 
submitted to them have not 
been approved. The railroad in- 
formed the commission that 
they are now processing the re- 
quest. 

At the November 27 Sanitary 
Comrnission meeting the need 
to create a new Gorman Sani- 
tary District was discussed. 
The commission decided not to 
create new boundaries for a 
sewer system but to use the 
boundaries created prior to the 
Gorman water district for- 


mation. 
Kitzmiller Water 


Project Engineer Henry 
Doyle, of Greenhorne and 
O'Mara, reported that Contract 
I, the distribution system of the 
Kitzmiller water project is 30 
percent complete. With only 12 
days left to complete Contract 
II, it appears that Contractor H. 
J. Schneider will need an ex- 
tension to complete the water 
tank which includes painting it 
spray green.

An engineering propusal for 
design of the Shalimar water 
system has been approved by 
the commission. Western Mary- 
land Associates will design the 
water system, working under a 
$5,000 ceiling. Greenhorne and 
O’Mara will provide contractor 
and inspection services with a 
$15,493.20 ceiling. 

Upper Youghiogheny 

The Maryland State Health 
Department has approved the 
Upper Yough facility except for 
the Deer Park and Crellin 
portions of the plan. The Sani- 
tary Commission is attempting 
to resolve the issues and get the 
whole plan approved. The state 
informed the commission that 
the estimated cost of the Crellin 
project would exceed the state 
and EPA guidelines and asked 
the commission to find a cheap- 
er, more cost-efficient system. 

The commission agreed to 
look at other possibilities but 
stated that they feel the lagoon 
system they have proposed is 
the cheapest to operate. 

The State Health Department 
suggested that an expansion of 
services in the Creliin area 
would make the system more 
affordable, however the public 
hearings held by the com- 
mission showed that the out- 
lying residents of the area were 
not in favor of expansion. 

The Sanitary District is wait- 
ing for permission to begin re- 
habilitation work to fix some 
bad spots in the sewer line. The 
state requires this to be done be- 
fore granting approval for the 
commission to begin rehabili- 
tation of the Trout Run Treat- 
ment Plant project. 

Phone System 

At the November 27 meeting 
the commission decided to pur- 
chase the phone system former- 
ly operated by the Commission 
on Aging which closed its office 
next door to the Sanitary Com- 
mission office in the Court 
House. The advantages of this 
phone system are extra options 
and reduced charges.

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House Of Hope Is House Of Last 
Resort For Many Needy Persons 


by Mary I. Love 


It was named The House of 
Hope tn October 1978, the big old 
white house on the corner of 
Fourth and Alder streets in 
Oakland. Formerly it had been 
the rectory of St. Peter's Catho- 
lic Church, and then it had 
housed part of the Garrett 
County Health Department. As 
The House of Hope it was 
assuming a unique role, the 
headquarters of a sort of com- 
munity safety net for people in 
emergencies that no existing 
agency was prepared to handle; 
people falling through the 
cracks in society. It might 
reasonably, but less reassuring- 
ly, have been called The House 
of Last Resort. 

Whatever its name, however, 


it has earned respect and 
acceptance over a wide area of 
Western Maryland and West 
Virginia. 

In the spring of 1977, Sisters 
Kathy Arata and Susan Plews 
had asked that the Archdiocese 
of Baltimore send them as com- 
munity workers to Garrett 
County. They had worked in a 
similar rural area, and had 
learned of Garrett County’s 
chronic economic distress and 
relatively few helping agencies. 
Despite its extensive network of 
health and educational in- 
stitutions, the Catholic Church 
was then represented locally 
only by St. Peter’s Church in 
Oakland and part-time minis- 
tries in Avilton, Grantsviile and 
Kitzmiller. So the Sisters came 
to Garrett County.

The Sisters first met with 
many individuals and groups, 
including representatives of the 
existing agencies, and they 
learned first-hand some of the 
community’s strengths and 
needs. It was from these brain- 
storming sessions that the idea 
of The House of Hope evolved. 

The essential aspects of The 
House of Hope services are that 
they do not duplicate what any 
other agency offers, and that 
they are only for emergency. 
An emergency is defined as a 
situation threatening health or 
life: no heat or no food in the 
house; no transportation to a 
physician; no place to stay. 

The first step in getting help 
from The House of Hope is to 
talk to the volunteer who 
answers the phone at The House 
of Hope number. These volun- 
teers are trained to define the 
problem, handle everyday 
crises, refer to appropriate 
sources, and, in general, 
arrange to meet the need. 

The House of Hope has a 
roster of volunteers: drivers to 
provide emergency transpor- 
tation; shoppers; volunteers to 
collect donated furniture and 
distribute it where it is needed, 
as examples.

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people have food, shelter and 
heat. The workers are dedi- 
cated, but they are not starry- 
eyed. They know that a few 
people would take advantage if 
they could. While feeling that it 
is better to err on the side of 
generosity than to risk some- 
one’s suffering, House of Hope 
workers also feel their responsi- 
bilities are to those who give in 
good faith and those who ask 
only in desperation. Therefore, 
thev keep records and take pre- 
cautions. 

The House of Hope has met 
steadily increasing demands 
for service. In its first year, 
from October 1978 through Sep- 
tember 1979, it handled 207 
cases. In the year just ended it 
handled 1,13, for a total of 4,253 
in six years. It is impossible to 
say how many individuals have 
been involved, for help with 
shelter may affect one person 
or a family. Also, some families 
receive more than one kind of 
help. Any help, though, is for 
emergencies, when people have 
exhausted their own resources 
and those of other agencies, or 
when the problem is outside the 
scope of an agency. This might 
be The House of Last Resort; it 
is not The Center for Chronic 
Emergencies. 

The policy of conung in where 
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other agencies cannot has 
created changes in emphasis at 
The House of Hope over time. 
For instance, when Community 
Action had to drop its Food 
Pantry in November 1981, re- 
quests for food from The House 
of Hope, which had been be- 
tween 35 and 40 percent of 
annual requests, jumped to 51, 
64 and 62 percent in the next 
three years. Rising costs in all 
areas have brought increased 
needs for help. With projected 
reduction in some government 
programs, more calls on The 
House of Hope are expected 

Sisters Joanna Sinko and 
Marianne Mazza followed 
Sisters Kathy and Susan to The 
House of Hope in August 1983, 
bringing their talents and 
commitment. Some of the board 
members and volunteers have 
been actively involved from the 
beginning. 

The House of Hope has al- 
ways been an_ interdenomi- 
national enterprise. The 
governing board and the volun- 
teers come from any denomi- 
nation or no denomination, and 
no effort has been made to push 
any religious beliefs on anyone. 
If religious influence has ocurr- 
ed, it has been by tne examples 
of selfless concern shown by the

Several months ago I attended 
a conference on the campus of a 
Philadelphia co'icge and heard an 
astronomer bringus uptodate on 
current knowledge of the universe. 
It was a mind-boggling experience, 
for although I had known the un- 
iverse was huge, I had never real- 
ized that it is beyond my powers 
of comprehension to even con-

question has provoked two 
nurses at the Maryland In- 
stitute for Emergency Medical 
Services Systems, (MIEMSS), 
commonly known as the Shock 
Trauma Center, to seek the 
answer. 

Patricia Payne, a High Risk 


YEAR ROUND RECREATION 
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maternity Coordinator for 
MIEMSS noticed the lack of 
information on seatbelts for 
pregnant women. She is part of 
the MIEMSS Regional Neunutal 
Program involved with the 
transport of high risk mothers 
in premature labor or those who 
have acute obstetric problems 
Lyn Gerber Smith works in 


the admitting area for 
PoP QPoPuPou cu wod 
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*Calicos *Gingham *Decorative Christmas 
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MIEMSS. She has asked preg- 
nant women, who were at the 
center due to an auto accident, 
whether they had been wearing 
a seatbelt. Must did not know 
how they should wear a seatbelt 
while pregnant. They were 
afraid of hurting the unborn 
baby. 

In casual conversations these 
two nurses discovered they had 
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the same concerns for the prey 
nant mother and her baby. To 
gether they decided to do some 
thing about the question of seat- 
belts. 

A careful review of the 
hursing literature turned up 
almost nothing to answer the 
question. Nor was there any 
information in the literature for 
nurses or physicians wluch em- 
phasized prevention of auto in- 
jury in pregnant women. The 
only thing they could find in 
their research was inforination 
for physicians on the 
anatomical and physiological 
changes which affect a preg- 
Nant woman as a response to 
traumatic injuries. 

Working with Ameen Ranwy, 
M.D., a trauma surgecn at 
MIEMSS, and David Nagey, 
M.D., Ph.D., as Associate Pro- 
fessor of Obstetrics at the Uni- 
versity of Maryland School of 


FOR THE 
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Medicine, these two women 
first Ceveloped a brochure for 
health professionals and then a 
course fur obstetric and 
emergency room nurses. The 
course has been given here in 
Maryland, and st conferences 
In hospitals out of state to rave 
reviews. 

What the brochure tells 
physicians, so they can educate 
their patients, is three things. 
First wear a seatbelt. If in an 
accident, there wil be less 
harm done to the baby and the 
mother from the seatbelt than 
there would be f the mother 
were thrown from the car or 
crushed against tne dashboard. 
Second. wear both the shoulder 
and the lap belt. This allows the 
full body to take the impact 
rather than just the stomach or 
the shoulders. Third, wear the 
lap belt as low as possible (try- 
ing to get it under the baby) 
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even if it is uncomfortable in the 
last months before delivery 
Thus way the unpact of the acci- 
dent is lessened on the child. 

With birth rate risung and the 
mobility of women increasing 
during pregnancy, the chances 
of a pregnant women being in 
an auto aceident are about 1 out 
of 14. Payne and Smith hope to 
raise the cunsciences of both the 
medical professionals and the 
consumers to not only ask the 
question about seatbelts but to 
answer in the affirmative. 

The seatbelt brochure has 
been endorsed by the Maryland 
Section of the American College 
of Obstetricians and Gynecolo- 
Kists, The Maryland Section of 
the Nurses Association of the 
American College of Ob- 
stetricians and Gynecologists, 
The Maternal Welfare Com- 
Mittee of the Medical and 
Chirugical Faculty and of 
course the Maryland Institute 
for Emergency Medical 
Services Systems. (Prevention 
of trauma through education is 
a less well known facet of 
MIEMSS’ work as part of its 
role as the state emergency 
medical systems coordinator. )

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Holiday Crime 
Prevention Effort 


Now Underway 

About 75 State Troopers train- 
ed in crime prevention tech- 
niques will join many local law 
enforcement agencies through- 
Out Maryland in a cooperative 
effort targeting crimes that 
occur during the Christmas 
shopping season. 

Called Operation ‘*Yuletide”’, 
the program uses both 
uniformed and plainclothes 
officers specifically targeting 
robbery, shoplifting, theft from 
Cars and violations of the drug 
laws. 

These troopers will supple- 
ment routine patrols until 
Christmas. 

Using statistical data, local 
State Police commanders wevk- 
ing with local police have de- 
signed plans to help reduce the 
number of robberies and other 
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crimes that vecur this time of 
year. 

According to Colonel W.T. 
Travers, Jr., Superindentent of 
the State Police, “This pro- 
active type of program will goa 
long way 1n preventing crime.” 

Travers suggested that when 
shopping, persons should make 
several trips with packages to 
their car; keep Christmas pack- 
ages out of sight; park in well 
lighted areas; and, when carry- 
ing large amounts of cash, don’t 
keep it all in one place. 

Another concern of police is 
the carrying of large deposits 
by merchants. Crime pre- 
vention officers suggest that 
bank deposits be carried in non- 
descript containers and that the 
times at which deposits are 
made varv. 

“Crime prevention is one of 
the positive ways police officers 
can interact with people they 
serve,’’ Travers said. “We hope 
programs such as Operation 
“Yuletide” will reduce crime 
this holiday season.”

In an effort to assist Mary- 
land consumers who are con- 
sidering the purchase of a kero- 
sene heater, or those who 
already own one of these heat- 
ing devices, the Fire Marshal 
urges them to follow these 
safety guidelines: 

1. Use only water-clear 1-K 
kerosene as fuel for the heater. 

2. Place the heater at least 
three feet from combustible 
materials such as furnishings, 
decorations, ete. 

3. Use the heater only in well 
ventilated rooms to avoid 
possible carbon monoxide 
poisoning. 

4. Do not let children operate 
or refuel the heater. 

9. Use care in the storage of 
kerosene. 

6. Do not refuel the heater 
while it is operating or while it 
is hot. 

Those who already have a 
kerosene space heater should 
also follow these tips: 

1. Rinse the tank and 
reservoir with water-clear 1-K 
kerosene only, especially if the 
heater is dirty. 

2. Inspect the operation of the 
wick mechanism and 
emergency shut off controls. 

3. Inspect the wick for tar 
depositis. If the wick has to be 
cleaned or replaced, follow the 
manufacturer's instructions. 

According to Rocco J. 
a 
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Gabriele, State Fire Marshal, 
“A major cause of kerosene 
space heater incidents arises 
from carelessness. If people 
would follow the 
manufacturer’s instructions, as 
well as the safety guidelines 
that we issue, the number of 
kerosene space heater incidents 
would be significantly 
reduced.”

to help him analyze the impact 
of the various federal income 
tax proposals expected to be 
introduced into the 99th session 
of the U.S. Congress when it 
convenes in January, 1985. 

The comptroller also advised 
the accounting group that he 
expects the Maryland General 
Assembly to enact emergency 
legislation exempting from 
Maryland Income Tax any 
social security income that 
Marylanders will be required to 
report on their 1984 federal in- 
come tax returns. Goldstein 
told the group his office is 
urging the 50,000 Marylanders 
affected by the law to delay 
filing their 1984 State income 
tax retuin until the general 
assembly has time to act on the 
emergency legislation. 

“We've heen farred to react 
to numerous changes in federal 
tax law in recent years, in- 
cluding TEFRA, ERTA, 
DEFRA and the new federal tax 
on some social security 
income,” Goldstein said. ‘But 
the various modified flat tax 
proposals being made would be 
the most sweeping changes yet. 
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“There’s been a lot of talk 
about these proposals, but I 
must do more than talk. It’s my 
responsibility under Maryland 
law to report the impact of 
these federal changes to the 
general assembly within 60 
days of enactment. For that 
reason I am appointing a 
special task force to help me 
analyze the impact of federal 
legislation and suggest state 
legislation that might be 
necessary in response to it,’’ he 
said. 

Goldstein told the group that 
th: task force would be headed 
by Harold Ashby of the account- 
ing firm of Coopers & Lybrand. 
The comptroller said he has 
asked for representatives from 
the Maryland Association of 
CPA's, the Tax Section of the 
Maryland Bar Association, the 
Taxation Committee of the 
Maryland Chamber of 
Commerce, the Ways & Means 
Committee of the House of Dele- 
gates, the Budget & Taxation 
Committee of the Maryland 
Senate, the Department of 
Budget & Fiscal Planning, the 
Department of Fiscal Services, 
the Maryland Income Tax 
Division, the Bureau of 
Revenue Estimates and the 
business community. 

“T believe the experience and 
different viewpoints of the 
members of this task force will 
allow us to respond to any 
change in federal law with the 
assurance that our recommen- 
dation to the governor and the 
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general assembly would be 
equitable, easy to understand 
and easy to administer,” Gold- 
Stein said.

Surplus Areas 


Brent M. Johnson, Maryland 
Secretary of Employment and 
Training, has announced that 
ten local jurisdictions through- 
out Maryland have been desig- 
nated as ‘‘labor surplus areas”’ 
by the U.S. Department of 
Labor. 

The designated areas are 
Baltimore City, Allegany, 
Calvert, Caroline, Dorchester, 
Garrett, Kent, Somerset, 
Washington and Worcester 
counties. 

A labor surplus designation, 
effective for the entire federal 
fiscal year beginning October 1, 
1984, allows the federal govern- 
ment to give preference in 
awarding federal contracts to 
employers located in an area of 
high unemployment. 

Employers located in these 
areas are eligible for prefer- 
ence in federal contract bids if 
they agree to perform at least 
51 percent of the contract work 
within the areas of high unem- 
ployment. This provision has

been made to help place a 
portion of the government's 
procurement dollars in com- 
munities where unemployment 
is above the specified formula 
level. 

All counties were eligible for 
the classification as well as 
cities with populations of at 
least 50,000 and certain towns 
and townships where unemploy- 
ment averaged at least 10 per- 
cent during the 24 month period 
from January 1982 through De- 
cember 1983. 

By using a two-year period, it 
is possible to target federal pro- 
curement into areas experi- 
encing unemployment that is 
relatively long-term in nature 
rather than in areas where un- 
employment was the result of 
temporary, seasonal or cyclical 
factors. 

This criteria may be waived 
by the Department of Labor, 
however, when a significant 
rise in unemployment is the re- 
sult of natural disasters, plant 
closings, contract cancellations 
and other unforeseen circum- 
stances.

The 
operator told her that she had 
gotten the part and to report 
to wardrobe at 8.30 that 
evening. “It was kind of nice 
Starting on the series right 
away,” she says, “because 
that way, there was no time 
for worry or anticipation.” 

Part of the reason for the 
series’ hasty start is that each 
episode takes more time to 
complete than the usual hour- 
long series: seven davs. “V" is 
also the most expensive series 
on television — each hour 
costs just under $1 million to 
make. While “V” may stand 
for very expensive, it doesn't 
stand for victorious in the 
ratings. The fact that “V' 
could stand for violence — the 
show has more violence per 
minute than any other TV 
series — isn t helping. 

For “V" to survive, Miss 
Tefkin feels that the show 
must be more about people 
than “computers, fancy 
clothes or science fiction. The 
plot is not tied down to 
convention,” she says. “We 
can do anything.”

Novelist Arthur Hailey 
doesn't mince words. “My 
books have been translated 
into 31 different languages,” 
says the 64-year-old author of 
such mega best-sellers as 
“Airport” and “The 
Moneychangers. ° 

Hailey'’s comets have also 
been made into films — seven 
all together. And now, with 
ABC's “Hotel.”’ loosely based 
on Hailey’s 1965 novel, the 
British-born, Canadian-bred 
author can add a hit TV series 
to his long string of successes. 
“I think of myself as a 
Storyteller,’ says Hailey, 
whose latest novel "Strong 
Medicine,’ is on the best- 
seller lists 

He's a meticulous research- 
er as well. Before he starts 
writing his books, Hailey 
spends at least three years 
studying the industry that will 
serve as the backdrop to his 
drama. 


In Stroug Meine,” ai- 
ley chronicles three decades 
in the career of a_ high- 
powered female executive for 
a major drug manufacturer 
Without adequate testing. her 
firm distributes a fictional 
drug. Lotromycin, that causes 
birth defects. 

Hailey makes no apology 
for modeling the book's plot 
after the most tragic episode 
in the pharmaceutical indus- 
try’s history — the dispensa- 
tion of fetus-deforming Thali- 
domide to pregnant women in 
Europe. “People in the phar-

maceutical industry deal with 
life-and-death substances,” 
says Hailey. “They have to be 
judged by higher standards 
than the rest of us.” 

When he is working on a 
book. Hailey tries not to think 
ahead to the lucrative sales to 
televisior and the movies 
“That's tue casiesi way wu idit 
flat on your face,” he says 

But with “Strong 
Medicine,” which he began 
researching in 1979. shortly 
after life-threatening open- 
heart surgery. Hailey knew he 
was embarking on a topic of 
major proportions. 

Sometimes Hailey s 
research creeps into his per- 
sonal life. Says the father of 
six and grandfather of two. 
“My daughters and grand- 
daughters will never take any 
drug during pregnancy unless 
it's absolutely essential.”

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ARTERIOGRAM: WHAT IS IT? 

If you have experienced dizziness. a brief period of weakness 
or numbness on one side of your face or body, sudden temporary 
loss of sight in one eye, discolored or cold toes, pain in the calf 
associated with exercise, gradual onset of impotency or onset of 
severe increasing back pain, then you may be experiencing the 
signs and symptoms of a form of arterial vascular disease. All 
areas of the body obviously have a specific blood (vascular) 
supply, and if this supply is compromised or eliminated, oxygen 
carried by the blood to these areas is no longer available in 
adequate amounts. The expression of this situation is the 
symptoms noted above plus many others. Therefore, it becomes 
very important to have methods to evaluate this distribution of 
blood supply and the specific arteries going to areas of the head, 
neck, chest, abdomen and extremities. 

This evaluation can be made by combined findings of a physi- 
cal examination by your doctor, noninvasive laboratory testing, 
and finally by invasive arteriography (angiography), usually 
performed by a radiologist in an x-ray department. This arterio- 
gram will be explained in some further detail below, especially 
since Garrett County Memorial Hospital has been fortunate 
enough to supply the expensive and complicated eauinment 
necessary to perform these diagnositc studies in its radiology 
department. 

In combination with the physical examination and non- 
invasive testing noted above, a vascular surgeon along with the 
radiologist would decide whether further investigation by an 
arteriogram is warranted. These studies have a substantial 
degree of associated risks and complications which will be 
described later. Therefore, this decision for or ayainst an arterio- 
gram study is carefully made weighing these risks against the 
possible benefits. The arteriogram literally provides a ‘‘road 
map” of the blood vessel supply to any desired area by placing a 
medicine which is seen by x-ray directly into the arteries them- 
selves. This medicine (contrast material) is administered (in- 
jected) through a thin tube (catheter) directly through the skin 
into a selected artery of the body. The exact location of the in- 
jection is predetermined by the area to be evaluated and this 
control is achieved by varying shaped catheters under visual- 
ization with x-ray television (fluoroscopy). By producing these 
x-ray images on film at a rapid serial rate (two to three films per 
second), areas of narrowing or blockage which cause the signs or 
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corigiane described above can be demonstrated. 

Briefly, a specific example would be the evaluation of the 
patient for signs and symptoms of a stroke often expressed as 
dizziness, weakness, visual disturbances, numbness or speech 
difficulty. An arteriogzam would give the definitive condition of 
the arteries in the brain as well as those in the neck leading to the 
brain arteries. Often the neck arteries show areas of blockage or 
narrowing which may be the source of small strokes. If the 
arteries can be ‘‘bypassed’’ or restored to a normal condition b; 
the vascular surgeon, the possibility of further stroke is greatly 
reduced. If not corrected, a fatal stroke may of‘en follow. 

Finally, as mentioned before, there are certain inborn risks 
and complications associated with arteriography which can 
range from mild to serious events. Mild problems may include 
local bleeding at the site of entry into the artery through the skin. 
More serious problems might include an allergic reaction to the 
contrast material. Also, symptoms of stroke themselves can be 
induced, either clearing imnediately, slowly or possibly leaving 
a permanent loss of function. Finally death, especially from a 
brain arteriogram can occur very infrequently, less than 1%, of 
the time. However, in experienced hands and coupled with other 
testing and consultation with the involved phyicians, arterio- 
grapy is a safe procedure when appropriately used, providing 
detailed information otherwise diagnostically unobtainable. This 
information is paramount in allowing the involved physicians to 
better evaluate the therapeutic options and treatment of specific 
vascular related diseases.

At at recent workshop on 
woodstove management, John 
Gird from the University of 
Maryland Agriculture 
Engineering Department cau- 
tioned homeowners about im- 
proper woodstove installation 
and use. According to Gird, in 
the late 1970's, homeowners, 
wanted to learn how to use 
woodstoves so they could save 
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money on their fuel bills. That 
goal has been achieved, and 
today thousands of families are 
burning wood and saving fuel 
costs. However, homeowners 
now want to learn how to burn 
wood with less work and less 
bother. In this effort, home- 
owners sometimes take short 
cuts that are unsafe. 

When burning wood in your 
home, please consider safety 
first. Remember the following 
tips: 

—follow the manufacturer’s 
recommendations when instal- 
ling a woodstove. By skimping 
on the clearances or the place- 
ment of a heat shield, you could 
cause charring and weakening 
of the walls, floor or ceiling 
around the woodstove or, even 
worse, a house fire. 

—avoid hooking a woodstove to 
a chimney that is being used by 
another heat source. This prac- 
tice has caused the release of 
toxic fumes into living areas. 

—the chimney should be 
accessible as possible to ease 
inspection, cleaning and repair. 
Chimneys should be cleaned at 
least once a year. 

—burn wood efficiently to 
eliminate creosote in your 
chimney. Creosote build-up can 
be reduced by 1) burning dry 
wood, 2) building a small fire 
(the fire box should not be 
loaded more than ‘a full), 3) 
adjusting the air inlets to allow

~—stove pipe should be of 24 
gauge or thicker. It should be as 
short and as straight as possi- 
ble, and enter the chimney 
higher thin the outlet of the 
stove’s fi-e box. Avoid hori- 
zontal runs, use 45° angles to 
create an upward slope in the 
flue connector pipe. Try to have 
no more than one right angle 
turn between the stove and the 
chimney. 

—running a stove pipe out a 
window up the outside wall of 
the house is a dangerous prac- 
tice.

Attracts One In 
Three Physicians 


Maryland Attorney Genera! 
Stephen H. Sachs announced 
last week that over 30% cf 
physicians in Maryland who 
treat Medicare patients have 
agreed to participate in a new 
federal program which he says 
should help aged and disabled 
Marylanders fight the battle 
against rising health care costs. 

Under the new federal pro- 
gram, physicians of Maryland 
and elsewhere now are able to 
agree in advance to accept 
Medicare ‘‘assignment” in all 
their cases, agreeing to accept 
what Medicare determines is a 
‘reasonable fee” for a medical 
procedure as full payment for 
the services rendered. These 
physicians now are classified as 
“participating physicians,” and 
are included on a list that now is 
available directly from the 
Medicare carriers, Blue Cross 
and Blue Shield, Sachs said. 

Both Maryland Blue Cross 
and Blue Shield and Pennsvyl- 
vania Blue Shield have es- 
tablished toll-free numbers 
which consumers may call for 
this information. The numbers 
are 1-800-544-4811 for infor- 
mation about doctors in Prince 
George's and Montgomery 
Counties and 1-800-492-4795 for 
information about doctors else- 
where in Maryland. 

The health insurers will send 
consumers copies of the ‘‘par- 
ticipating physicians” list at a 
cost ranging from $1.00 to $2.50, 
depending on the amount of 
information the consumer re- 
quests. In addition, the insurers 
will attempt to respond to tele- 
phone inquiries about both the 
identity and medical specialties 
of participating physicians. 

Continuing a program started 
last January, the Consumer 
Protection Division of the At- 
torney General's Office and the 
Gateway I centers of the State 
Office on Aging also will pro- 
vide consumers with infor- 
mation from the lists of 
“participating” physicians, 
Sachs said. The lists will be 
available for review at all Gate- 
way offices and at Branch 
offices of the Consumer Pro- 
tection Division. In addition, the 
agencies will respond to tele- 
phone inquiries and will give 
consumers excerpts of the list 
that address their specific 
questions. The offices also will 
continue to provide consumers 
with the names of doctors, now 
classified by Medicare as ‘‘non- 
participating,’’ who accept 
assignment periodically, as 
well as with information about 
ite percentage of cases in 
which each doctor accepted 
assignment. A 15-page booklet 
entitled ‘‘Consumer Guide to 
Medicare Assignment and 
Cutting Health Care Costs,” 
which explains the importance 
of the Medicare assignment 
lists and gives other useful 
health care shopping tips, also 
remuins available. 

According to the booklet, pre- 
pared by Sachs's office, the 
federal Medicare program does 
not in any way limit physicians 
in how much they charge pa- 
tients for their services. How- 
ever, Medicare will only pay 
80% of what it determines is the 
“reasonable charge” for the 
services. The consumer is then 
responsible for 20% of the 
“reasonable charge,” plus the 
amount by which the 
physician’s actual charge ex- 
ceeds the ‘‘reasonable charge.” 
Physicians accepting ‘‘assign- 
ment” agree to accept the 
“reasonable charge” as full 
payment for the services 
rendered and bill Medicare 
directly for 80% of that charge. 

For example, if a doctor 
charges $135 for a procedure for 
which the Medicare ‘‘reason- 
able charge’’ is only $100, an 
acceptance of assignment 
means the doctor agrees to 
accept $80 or 80% of the fee, 
from Medicare and $20 from the 
consumer, as payment in full. If 
the doctor will not accept 
assignment, then the consumer 
also is responsible for paying 
the amount of the doctor’s fee 
that exceeds the ‘‘reasonable 
charge”, or $35. The total cost 
to the consumer then will be $55 
instead of $20. 

Sachs said that the nation is 
“entering an era when 
consumers have to play a more 


to take Medicare assignment, 
but if more and more seniors 
realize that they may be able to 
find a satisfactory physician 
that is willing to doso, and start 
asking their doctors about it, 
perhaps more and more doctors 
will decide to accept it. Then 
more seniors will succeed in se- 
curing adequate health care at 
less cost,’’ Sachs said. 


While the Medicare assign- 
ment information that the 
Attorney General und the Office 
on Aging is disserninating will 
enable consumers to compare 
the costs of alternative health

care providers more carefully, 
neither the Consumer Pro- 
tection Division nor the Office 
on Aging are suggesting that 
consumers should choose their 
health care providers solely on 
the basis of cost, Sachs added. 

Consumers should be aware, 
however, that there may be 
More thin one doctor in their 
community able to provide the 
level and quality of care they 
need. When that is the case, 
price certainly is a very signifi- 
cant factor, the Consumer 
Guide explains. 

In addition to providing con- 
sumers with useful advice 
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about Medicare assignment, 
the Consumer Guide also pro- 
vides other important shopping 
tips that are intended to help 
consumers to be more vigilant 
when purchasing health care 
services. Assistant Attorney 
General Steven J. Cole, Chief of 
Consumer Protection anc a long 
time health law advocate, ex- 
plained: ‘‘We hope to encourage 
consumers to take more 
personal responsibility for plan- 
ning their own health care. The 
care you take when purchasing 
health services certainly should 
be no less than the care you take 
when purchasing services from

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Estimates Of 
Revenue Reported 


To Governor 


The Maryland Board of 
Revenue Estimates, consisting 
of State Comptroller Louis L. 
Goldstein, (chairman) State 
Treasurer William S. James 
and State Budget Secretary H. 
Louis Stettler, presented its 
estimates of state revenue for 


the remainder of Fiscal Year 
1985 and for Fiscal Year 1986 to 
Governor Harry Hughes on 
Tuesday. At its Annapolis meet- 
ing with the governor, the 
Board raised its earlier esti- 
mates of Fiscal Year 1985 
revenue by nearly $30.5 million 
and projected that general “und 
resources would grow by 4.6% 
to $4.1 billion in Fiscal ‘ear 
1986, which begins July 1, 1985. 

In revising its estimates of 
FY 1985 revenue made in March 
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1384, the Board analyzed the 
state and national economic 
outlook for the next 18 months 
as well as recent changes in 
state and federal tax laws. 

The most dramatic change in 
estimates made by the Buard 
was an Licrease of $42.3 million 
in the revenue expected from 
retail sales and use taxes, 
which the Board now projects 
will total almost $1.1 bilhon for 
the current fiscal year and 
nearly $1.2 billion for Fiscal 
Year 1986. 

“Both the consumer and con- 
Struction sectors of the 
economy have grown rapidly in 
the past year,” Goldstein said. 
“We expect to see continued 
growth in taxable consumer 
spending over the next 18 
months.” 

Analyzing the state's largest 
source of general fund revenue, 
the individual income tax, the 
Board noted that total employ- 
ment in Maryland continues to 
expand, reaching its highest 
level ever, 2.156 million, in Oc- 
tober, 1984. The Board also took 
into account changes in federal 
tax law which affect Maryland 
and the exemption of social 
security income from Maryland" 
income tax. 

“These factors taken together 
caused us to reduce the amount 
of Maryland state revenue ex- 
pected for FY 1985 from the in- 
come tax by nearly $9.2 million 
to almost $1.8 billion. We expect 
to receive more than $1.9 billion 
for FY 1986.” Goldsten said. 

The Board also increased its 
estimate of state lottery 
revenue by $14.2 million for FY 
1985 and now expects more than 
$243.2 million. The popularity of 
the various games enabled the 
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Board to increase its estimate, 
despite continued higher than 
anticipated prize payouts which 
have averaged 55% during the 
current year. The Board ex- 
pects lottery revenue to total 
$271.9 million during FY 1986. 

The Board lowered its esti- 
mate of other revenues by near- 
ly $18.5 million for FY 1985, 
principally because of lower 
anticipated hospital patient 
recoveries and lower property 
transfer tax receipts. 

In analyzing Maryland’s 
transportation revenues, the 
Board increased its earlier esti- 
mate for FY 1985 by more than 
$138.6 million to $672.1 million, 
principally due to the rapid 
growth of the motor vehicle 
titling tax, which reflects the 
growth in automobile sales.

Pet fvod and pet waste attract 
rodents, according to Wood. 
‘Besides,’ he says, ‘domestic 
cats and dogs do not usually 
hunt with any special tenacity.” 

“To stop a rodent population 
frum growing, you have to deny 
them as much food, water and 
habitat as you can,’ Wood 
notes. “Without that effort, you 
can’t get rid of them. 

Cuntrolling farm rats and 
mice ts a four step process: 

1. First, cut back on water 
and food supplies. 

2. Begin baiting and trapping 
the mice and rats. Traps are tvo 
limited for the farm environ- 
ment because there are usually

a large number of rodents in a 
large area, Wood says. 

3. Fill in any burrows, and 
watch to see which ones reopen 
to monitor how effective your 
efforts have been. 

4. Eliminate places where 
mice and rats could nest or hide 
in your barn and other build- 
ings. 

As fall grain harvests end and 
cold weather sets in, rats and 
mice start looking for warm 
places to nest that have a good 
food supply. Wood says im- 
properly stored grain and live- 
stock feed are as good as an en- 
graved invitation to the rodents. 

“Most of the rodent problems 
on the farm stem from storing 
grain in structures which 
weren't meant to have grain in 
them,” Wood says. 

Rodents ruin millions of 
dollars of grain each year 
worldwide. 

In the United States rodents 
cause less damage because 
storage conditions are better, 
Wood says. 

In addition to what they eat, 
mice and rats ruin grain for 
human consumption by con- 
taminating it with hair and 
waste. 

“This won't happen if you 
store your grain in proper bins 
and keep the surrounding area 
clean,’’ Wood says. The final 
step is to make sure the bins are 
closed and rodent-proof. 

This can be done by patching 
holes with sheet metal or even 
boards. Any new bins should be 
made of metal and capable of 
being closed and sealed, the ro- 
dent expert says. 

Wood notes small rats can fit 
through a half-inch crack and a 
mouse through a quarter-inch 
space. This means farmers 
must pay close attention to even 
the smallest holes as they in- 
spect their storage areas, Wood 
says. 

“Tf you have a rat and mouse 
problem, anticoagulant baits 
may work,” Wood says. Some 
are designed to work ona single 
dose basis. Others work in 
multiyle doses

However, Wood says many 
mice and rats in Maryland are 
gaining immunity to the various 
poisons used. 

“That is why I encourage 
eliminating potential rodent 
habitats to cut back their popu- 
lation,” he says. ‘The poison 
may or may not be effective.” 


Farm Income Down 


Net farm income in 1983 in 
Maryland amounted to $164 
million, down 26 percent from 
1982. Net farm income includes 
all forms of income from farm- 
ing operations minus pro- 
duction costs. 

Returns from the sale of 
commodities dropped two per- 
cent to $1.03 billion. Total gross 
income from farming including 
receipts, government pay- 
ments, non money income and 
an allowance for a decrease in 
inventories totaled $1.19 billion, 
down six percent from 1982. 

Net farm income in the 
United States in 1983 amounted 
to $16.1 billion, down 28 percent 
from 1982. Net farm income is 
expected to reach $29-$33 billion 
in 1984. 

Total gross income from 
farming totaled $151.4 billion, 
down six percent from 1982. 
Total gross farm income is 
expected to range from 
$172-$176 billion in 1984. 


Wool Producers 
Are Reminded To 
File For Payment 


“Wool producers who have 
sold or plan to sell any shorn 
wool or unshorn lambs this year 
should turn in their sales re- 
ceipts to be eligible for in- 
centive payments under the 
National Wool Act”, said Olin S. 
Davis, Jr. chairman of the 
Maryland State Agricultural 
Stabilization and Conservation 
Committee. 

“Farmers who have a record 
of their wool and mohair sales 
are eligible for incentive pay- 
ments only if the sales are re- 
ported to the County ASCS 
Office,” he said. The quantity 
sold does net affect the 
eligibility, however, sales slips 
should contain the month of 
shearing, month of sale, 
number of head shorn, pounds 
of wool or mohair sold, and net 
proceeds. Sales slips for lambs 
must show the liveweight and 
state that the lambs were un- 
shorn. 

The federal support price for 
1984 shorn wool marketings is 
$1.65 per pound, 12 cents a 
pound higher than the 1983 
level. 

Shorn wool and mohair pay- 
ments are based on a percent- 
age of each producer’s returns 
from sales. The percentage is 


the amount required to raise the 
national average price received 
by all producers for shorn wool 
in 1984 up to the 1984 support 
price of $1.65. 

Davis said that pulled wool 
would continue to be supported 
at a level comparable to the 
price support level for shorn 
wool through payments on un- 
shorn lambs. 

According to Davis, the 
Maryland county ASCS offices 
disbursed more than $97,365 in 
wool incentive payments for 
1983 sales of shorn wool and un- 
shorn lambs.

tn experimental tests, a new drug has helped reduce 
low-density lipoproteins (the BAD choiesterol) without 
affecting high-density Lipoproteins (the GOOD kind). 
Research work is being done at the University of Texas 
Health Science Center in Dallas. 

To bring health care to teenagers who might avoid 
going to the family doctor or to a hospital, a tygh school in 
New Haven, Connecticut, runs a “Body Shop’, a walk-in 
clinic for confidential treatment of students’ problems. 

Dentists report that ibuprofen, a pain reliever, is more 
effective for postextraction pain than acetaminophen, even 
acetaminophen with codeine. The drug is a prostaglandin 
suppressor.

HIGHER INCOMES ON LARGER 
NORTHEASTERN DAIRY FARMS IN 1983 
by John W. Wysong 

Recent farm business analysis date for 1983 for 60 large 
ELFAC -and 22 large AGRIFAX dairy farms indicated the 
iinportance of high productivity per worker in generating 
relatively high farm incomes. The farms with 80-99 cows per herd 
grossed over $223,000 in farm receipts. These farms averaged 88 
cows per farm with 3.15 full-time worker equivalents which 
resulted in 28 cows per worker per year. These farms sold nearly 
434 thousand pounds of milk per man-equivalent and $61,652 of 
milk sold per man in 1983. 

The farms with 200 or more cows averaged 259 cows per farm 
and used 5.86 man-equivalent of labor per year. The improved 
labor use intensity on these larger farms was 44 cows per man 
and 615 thousand pounds of milk sold per worker. Sales per 
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Mi urra Vv worker of milk increased to $86,583 as a result of more cows per 
Auctioneering worker even though both milk per cows and average blend milk 
rebar prices were lower on the larger dairy farms. Labor and

Feed Additives for Wintering Stocker Cattle 

Just a reminder that most stocker cattle being wintered, in- 
cluding replacement heifers, should have one of the feed additives 
- Rumensin or Bovatec added to their ration. Either of these 
products is equally effective. Both of them will increase feed 
efficiency up to 10% and will increase rate of gain on wintering 
calves on high roughage rations 5 to 10%. Both additives are 
available in several forms. In pricing mineral mixes containing 
Bovatec or Rumensin, be sure to check on the calcium and 
phosphorus content; phosphorus being the most expensive item.

Coal Association 
Notes Results Of 
Varvland Survey 


The Maryland Coal Associ- 
ation has finalized its task of 
gathering and compiling in- 
dustry statistics pertaining to 
the coal mining industry in the 
State of Maryland. 

The results of this survey are 
comprised of information for 
the calendar year of 1983 and 
were obtained from details de- 
rived from the Maryland 
Bureau of Mine's 1983 Annual 
Report and statistics gathered 
from coal operators who mine 
in Maryland by MCA. This 
survey shows that in 1983 
employment in the coal in- 
dustry was 1,039 employees in 
Garrett and Allegany counties 
and does not include office and 
supervisory personne! or tnde- 
pendent truck haulers. The re- 
port also shows over $33 muilion 
being paid in wages, salaries 
and employee benefits. In addi 
tion to these employment facts, 
the survey reveals a total of 
over $4.1 million paid in local, 
state, and federal severance 
taxes. The industry has put 
back into the economy in capi- 
tal investments over $12 million 
in 1983 alone; over $205 million 
has been invested since com- 
panies’ inceptions. 

In addition to the information 
in this survey, recent |.abor 
Market Analysis released by 
the Department of Employment 
and Training forecasts that job 
opportunities for the mining in- 
dustry will increase 46.2%, over- 
all for Western Maryland 
through 1990. This analysis also 
projects employment for min- 
ing in Allegany County will 
expand 48.4% and will be 
second only to the expansion of 
construction employment;

Voratorium Issue 


Mt. Lake Park officials held a 
regular council meeting on De- 
cember 13 and discussed topics 
ranging from Christmas treat 
distribution to responses to the 
town’s eight point letter regard- 
ing the sewer moratorium. 

In July, Mayor Russell B. 
Alexander, Sr. sent a letter to 
Wendeil Beitzel, Garrett County 
Sanitary district administrator, 
outlining eight points involving 
the Upper Youghiogheny Fa- 
cilities Plan that the town want- 
ed @ response on regarding the 
sewer moratorium. 

A letter from Guy Hager was 
read. wherein he recommended 
that the Sanitary Commission 
be required to respond to 
Alexander's letter by De- 
cember 18. Beitzel rephed to 
Hager’s letter by suggesting 
that the town meet with the 
Sanitary Commission. 

Another letter, regarding the 
town’s eight point letter, from 
Earl Quance was read to the 
council. His comment was 
about point number eight of 
Mayor Alexander's letter which 
States, “The town must have 
some assurance that overload- 
ing of the Trout Run Plant with 
new development from outside 
of the corporation limits won't 
put the town in a moratorium 
Situation five or ten years from 
now.” 

Quance commented in his 
letter that, “The town should 


« have, for its use, a certain per- 


centage of the plant’s capacity; 
and should have, for its use in 
the future, a certain percentage 
of the upgraded and expanded 
plant.” Quance went on to Say, 
“If the assigned capacities are 
not exceeded and the plant is 
meeting its discharge permit, a 
Moratorium situation should 
not develop.” 

In other business, the council 
received three bids on the re- 
habilitation of the town's sewer 
system. The low bidder was 
Frank Arnold Contractors, Inc. 
for the amount of $71,432. This is 
for the construction and re 
habilitation of gravity sewer 
lines and appurtenances in the 
town's sewage collection 
system. 

A resolution was passed 
authorizing Mayor Alexander to 
execute documents and records 
and sign forms regarding sewer 
grants.

Garrett County Board Of Education 
Must Cut Budget By $40,000 


The Garrett County Super- 
intendent of Schools and his 
Staff are once again working on 
trimming this year’s Operating 
budget. In July, they had to 
trim it by $401,331 because the 
county commussioners did not 
grant their full request and now 
they have to trim it by at least 
$40,000 because of a deficit in 
the amount they expected to 
carry over from last year's 
budget. 

The Garrett County Board of 
Education received the news 
about the deficit at its De 
cember 13 meeting when James 
Murray, an Oakland certified 
public accountant with Rode- 
heaver & Associates, went over 
the audit for the past year's 
budget. 

Dr. Jerome Ryscavage, 
school superintendent, explain- 
ed the deficit occurred because 
of changes in accounting pro- 
cedures for recording potential 
expenditures, for recording 
Staff absences and for the 
figures used as the beginning 
balance in the fiscal year. 

Other than the deficit, there 
were few problems noted by 
Murray in the past fiscal year. 
However, Murray indicated the 
food service department and its 
cafeteria personnel should im- 
prove their bookkeeping pro- 
cedures. 

In other business, the school 
board began their meeting by 
talking with officers of the stu- 
dent councils from Northern 
and Southern high schools. 

The students discussed 
Several problems in their 
schools they hoped to have 
Changer] Among them was to 
allow unlimited excused ab- 
sences for students missing 
school because of involvement 
in legitimate school activities. 

In a statement prepared by 
the students concerning the 
schools’ tardy policies for arriv- 
ing at school and attending 
classes, they noted, ‘‘We feel 
that the present policy is too 
Strict and we would lke the 
former policy reinstated. We 
feel that the overcrowded halls 
and bathrooms, along with the 
distance to the outlying build- 
ings, and the inclement weather 


pose problems for students try- 
ing to get to classes. Tardies to 


school are also a problem to stu- 
dents. Students with work to do 
before school and student 
drivers have unexpected prob- 
lems which may make them 
tardy.” 

In response to this request, 
Dr. Ryscavage noted that tardy 
policies are determined by each 
school and that the students 
should direct that suggestion to 
SCuvel auiliusu alors. 

The students also suggested 
that senior high school students 
be given semester finals, es- 
pecially academic students who 
need the preparation for the 
type of testing administered in 
colleges. The students added 
they would like to see the high 
honor roll left intact, but they 
would like to see the regular 
honor roll changed so that a stu- 
dent could obtain a B average if 
they had an equal number of Cs 
and As. 

Others present at the meeting 
argued to change the current 
honor roll system would allow a 
higher number of students on 
the honor roll, thus diminishing 


the significance of t.2 honor 
roll. 

The method of determining 
class rank was also questioned 
by the students who believed 
honors and college prep classes 
are not weighted heavily 
enough and that other students 
were achieving higher rank 
with less work and keeping 
deserving students out of top 
spots. 

The student delegation from 
Southern also protested the pro- 
posal to decrease the course 
offerings in drafting at South- 
erm and requested that seniors 
be allowed to leave the school 
for lunch. 

In discussing the less of draft- 
ing courses, SHS council presi- 
dent Criss Kepple pointed out 
that some drafting students 
have been able to gain part- 
time and summertime employ- 
ment using the skills they have 
learned in the drafting couses. 

Kepple added that money for 
vocational programs is based 
on the number of students in the 
various classes and that many 
Students in the drafting pro- 
gram take no other vocational 
classes. “These students would 
not be in the program if it were 
revised,” Kepple said, “and 
that money would be lost.”

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pediatrician, noted that from 
1982 to 1984, reported cases of 
child abuse and neglect rose 
about 75 percent. 

The task force’s package also 
included legislation that would: 

- allow a judge to remove a 
suspected offender from the 
home for up to 90 days. 

- eliminate age and mental 
capacity as reasons to preclude 
court testimony. 

- allow testimony of a child 
witness to take place outside the 
courtrovin, on videotape or be- 
hind a two-way mirror. 

- tighten child pornoraphy 
laws by banning explicit 
material involving any person 
under age 18. 

The panel dropped a bill that 
would allow an “expert 
witness” to testify on behalf of a 
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child. Committee members 
feared that the legislation 
would be killed because it con- 
flicted with a defendant's right 
to confront an accuser, the UPI

The bill requiring background 
checks 1s likely to be the most 
controversial, because only 
workers hired after Sept. 30, 
1985 would have to undergo such 
checks. 

Child care workers hired 
prior to that date would not be 
required to receive FBI or 
police clearance, but employers 
would be liable for civil 
penalties if the worker was 
later found to have a history of 
child molestation. 

The task force originally 
wanted to require background 
checks of all workers and volun- 
teers, but dropped the proposal 
when analysts predicted tre- 
mendous costs. 

The task force was created 
after several incidents in- 
volving child abuse became 
public in Maryland. 

In October, Shubin warned 
the task force, ‘‘No matter what 
bill we get passed, it won't stop 
someone from molesting a 
child.

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Difficult Decision . 

The Garrett County Board of Education was 
faced with a difficult decision at its last meeting 
concerning the placement of Northern High School 
Students during the renovation of the school build- 
ing, Slated to take place within the next two years 
The project will take approximately 15 months to 
complete, thereby totally disrupting one entire 
school year. ° 

A committee of students, faculty members and 
parents had been studying the problem and recom- 
mended to the Board that the high school and middle 
school students share Northern Middle School on a 
split shift basis, either alternating days for the two 
groups of students or running two shifts of school 
each day, one in the morning and one in the after- 
noon. It was the opinion of all but one committee 
member that this was the least horrifying of all the 
options under consideration. 

The other major option being studied involved 
splitting the high school students into groups 
according to grade levels and/or subject and placing 
them in various locations, such as Garrett Com- 
munity College, Camp Hickory and in a protected 
site at the high school. Along with this, sixth graders 
would remain at the elementarv schools for another 
year and ninth graders would stay at the middle 
school. 

After studying these two alternatives ourselves 
we must agree with the one dissenting member of 
the committee, who believed that the option 
accepted was not the best one. We simply cannot 
fathom the use of one school by middle and high 
school students on a split shift basis. We see nothing 
but total chaos at Northern Middle School as the two 
groups of students and teachers attempt to use the 
Same classrooms, lockers, desks, bulletin boards, 
etc., simultaneously. We see no need to disrupt two 
Schools entirely, when the second option would 
really disrupt only one. If the two-shifts-per-day 
concept is utilized, many students would have to be 
at the bus stop in the wee hours of the morning, 
otliers wouid not get home until early evening and 
transportation of all students, including elementary 
school youngsters, would be terribly confusing, not 
to mention expensive. 

We realize the importance of attempting to keep 
the high school as much a single unit as possible. 
However, this seems to be a bit further down the list 
of priorities. We also know that there could be a 
problem with students from different grade levels 
and at different locations needing the same subjects, 
such as foreign languages. But it seems that a 
schedule could be easily worked out for those 
teachers to travel to the different locations through- 
out the day. 

It seems ridiculous that a decision had to be 
made by the Board members so soon, yet it was not 
by their choice, but mandated by the state. 

Our sympathies go out to Michael Sines, director 
of transportation for the Board, who must somehow 
come up with a plan to transport the students during 
the project. 

Although we disagree with the Board’s decision, 
we nonetheless encourage every student, parent and 
teacher to cooperate as much as possible when this 
nightmare begins. The method chosen has been 
utilized in a number of other areas, with varying 
degrees of success. 

By the way, those persons who reside in the 
southern end of the county who may presently feel 
relieved that this project will not affect their 
families should not become too complacent, for the 
same type of renovation project is anticipated for 
Southern High School after the Northern project is 





completed.

WOOD STOVE SAFETY 

A recent study by a team of 
Cornell University researchers 
involved the inspection of 510 
wood and coal stoves in New 
York State during the 1981-82 
heating season. It was dis- 
covered that none of the stoves 
inspected was in compliance 
with current safety code stan- 
dards. On the basis of the study, 
it is estimated that only five 
percent of the 700,000 New York 
households that burn wood or 
coal have relatively “safe” 
stoves, another twenty five per- 
cent of stove installations are 
“unsafe,” fifth-eight percent 
are “hazardous,” and twelve 
percent are ‘‘extremely 
hazardous.” In addition to this 
sobering fact, a second study 
cites that approximately half of 
New York State’s residential 
fires were caused by faulty 
installation and operation of 
woodstoves. 

No matter how much money a 
woodstove may save the home- 
owner in heating fuel costs, it is 
not worth it if a home or loved 
one is lost due to faulty instal- 
lation. When installing a wood- 
Stove, take precautions. If you 
currently have and are using a 


woodstove, check to see if it was 
properly installed. 

*Maintain a minimum of 36 
inches clear space on all sides 
of the stove. This distance can 
be reduced in half by installing 
a radiation shield of 28 gauge 
sheet steel] on 1’’ non-combusti- 
ble spacers between the stove 
and the combustible surface. 

*If stove legs are 18” or 
higher, the floor should be 
covered by a non-flammable 
material such as 24 gauge metal 
or brick or fireproof clay tile. If 
the stove legs are from 6-18" 
long, 24 gauge sheet metal laid 
over a ‘4’ sheet of asbestos 
millboard is needed. Legs of 6” 
or less require 2-4’’ of hollow 
masonry laid to provide air 
circulation and covered by a 
sheet of 24 gauge sheet metal. 

*The floor protection should 
extend at least 12” beyond the 
sides and rear of the stove, and 
at least 16” beyond the stove 
front, to protect against falling 
embers and for loading wood or 
removing ashes. If carpeted, 
16” protection all around is 
needed. 

*There should be at least 18” 
between the top of the stove 
pipe and the ceiling or other 


Assessment Answers & Tax Talk 


On the Relevancy of the Assessment Notice 


by James Burley 

Now that the assessment no- 
tices for 1984 have been re- 
ceived by all of those owners 
whose property was reassessed 
during the year, it might be a 
good time to summarize the 
meaning of the notice and its 
significance in relation to the 
property tax. The assessing and 
property tax process is made 
more complicated by the fact 
that it is a shared function be- 
tween the state and the local 
governments, but the assess- 
ment notice becomes less of a 
puzzle when one understands 
what it means and how it fits in 
this procedure. 

There are three elements in- 
volved in producing the 
property tax. The first is the 
valuation made by the assessor. 
The valuation is the assessor’s 
best estimate of the probable 
full cash value—or makret 
value—of one’s property as con- 
cluded by developing for the 
most part a replacement cost 
summary and by comparison 
and reconciliation, in the final 
analysis, with actual sales of 
like properties in and under 
similar conditions. 

The second element is the 
assessment rate—the official 
name for this being the growth 
factor—that is applied to the 
full value of each individual 
property to arrive at the tax- 
able portion or, as it is most 
commonly referred to, the tax 
assessment. The assessment 
rate is calculated according toa 
formula spelled out in the law 
and can very slightly from one 
year to the next. For the forth- 
coming property tax year, it is 
43.5%. The assessment notice 
represents in graphic form the 
culmination of the assessor's 
efforts and the combination of 
these first two elements, and to 
this point the process has been a 
state function. 

The third element is the 
actual tax rate as decided upon 
yearly by local governing 
officials and which is applied to 
the tax assessment and results 
in the annual property tax bill. 
The issuance of the property tax 
bill is a function of the local 


governments but it actually 
contains two separate property 
taxes—one levied by the state 
and one bv the local govern- 
ment where the property is lo- 
cated. 

The assessment notice is 
obvisouly important because 
the property tax is based on the 
information it contains. While 
all of the information is import- 
ant, none is more so than that 
given in block #7. The figure in 
block 47 is the new or proposed 
full valuation and the sum upon 
which the assessable portion 
and the property tax will be 
based over the next three years. 
Property owners should study 
this figure and be satisfied that 
it is correct. This is the figure 
that will be at issue if an appeal 
is made and the one which the 
owner will be expected to prove 
wrong. Owners should retain 
this notice for at least the three- 
year period that it covers. 

The figures in blocks #8, #9, 
and #10 represent the phased-in 
valuations for each of the next 
three years and are a combi- 
nation of the former full value 
plus one-third of the increase 
between the old valuation and 
the proposed valuation, a third 
being added each of the three 
years. The figures in block #11 
and on lines #12 and #13 rep- 
resent the assessable portions 
of these phased-in valuations. 

If, upon studying the notice of 
assessment, the owner feels the 
figure in block #7 is incorrect or 
too high with respect to the 
probable worth on the makret, 
then the owner should appeal. 
The appeal must be made with- 
in 45 days of the date of the 
notice. Since all regular notices 
issued as a result of the three- 
year assessment cycle are 
dated December 4, the final 
date for registering an appeal is 
January 18, 1985. The appeal 
copy of the notice must be 
signed and returned to the 
assessments department or at 
least be postmarked no later 
than this date. The appeal hear- 
ing is the owner's opportunity to 
have some say in the valuation 
so that it is as correct as 
possible.

*Keep the stove pipe less than 
10 feet long. 

*Use an U.L. approved all 
fuel metal chimney if a 
masonry chimney can't be 
used. 

*If using an existing chimney, 
check it to make sure it is 
adequate for woodburner use. 

*Keep the chimney flue lining 
and the stove pipe clean. 

*If your woodstove does not 
have a damper, install one in 
the connector pipe near the 
stove. All wood heaters must 
have a damper to control the 
draft and shut down the stove in 
case of fire. 

*Let your insurance company 
know you have put in a wood 
Stove or they may not pay if you 
have a woodstove fire.

SNACKING SENSIBLY 

Snacking is a way of life in 
America. In a survey done 
recently by USDA, it was found 
that over 60 percent of Ameri- 
cans snack. Because of this, it is 
obvious that snacking makes a 
Significant contribution to the 
diet. To snack wisely, it is 
important to know that some 
foods make valuable contri- 
butions to one or more nutrients 
while other foods have limited 
nutritional value. Perhaps the 
following guidelines will be 
helpful to you in choosing your 
snacks more wisely. 

*Plan your daily diet from 
these four food groups: Milk 
and Milk Products (2 servings); 
Protein-Rich Foods: meats, 
fish, poultry, beans, etc. (2 
servings). Fruits and Vege- 
tables (4 servings) and Breads 
and Cereals (4 servings). 

*Your lifestyle will influence 
your eating patterns. For 
example, many people find it 
difficult to fit “three square 
meals’’ into their schedules. If 
you're one of these people, use 
sensible, planned snacks 


maintain good nutrition. 

*Snacks can be used to help 
balance your day’s food intake. 
For example, if your meals 
have been low on grains, snack 
on whole wheat crackers or an 
English muffin. If your haven't 
included fruit, have some as a 
snack. 

*No single food provides all 
the nutrients your body needs, 
So eat a variety of foods every 
day, whether you prefer three 
standard meals or five or six 
snack meals. 

*Pay attention to portion 
sizes. Snack meals are smaller 
in size than the traditional three 
meals a day. 

*Team foods together for 
good taste and good nutrition. 
For example, peanut butter and 
crackers are a good snack. 

Make the most of the snacks 
you consume, remember, you 
are what you eat! Try this dip 
with your raw vegetables.

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GARRETT COUNTY'S COMPETENCY BASED 
INSTRUCTIONAL/ ASSESSMENT PROGRAM 

This article was written by Paul Harr, Project Basic 
Facilitator at the Garrett County Board of Education. 

Competency-based programs became a part of the educa- 
tional process in the 1970’s. Currently, over 45 states have some 
form of competency-based programs mandated either by 
legislative enactment or State Board of Education action. 
Maryland, through State Board of action, decided to have a 
competency-based program ( Project Basic) as part of its gradua- 
tion requirements for students. This program 1s designed te 
develop a systematic and balanced instructional and assessment 
process. 

The content areas of Project Basic are: basic skills (reading 
writing, mathematics), world of work, the arts/physical educa 
tion, survival. and citizenship. The 231 competencies listed 11 
these areas were validated by 13.000 Maryland citizens repre 
Senting business, labor, special education, urban and rural resi- 
dents, legislators, students, college professors, and teachers. The 
competencies are listed uw. a ducument called the Declared Com- 
petencies Index and they are available at the Board of Education 
and in the schools. 

All the competencies reflect demands placed upon students in 
their everyday lives, and demands anticipated as they grow 
older. Thus, Project Basic applies to all students. All content 
areas in which competencies are developed are part of the basic 
learnings expected of all students. Basic means that students 
must demonstrate competency by passing tests or participating 
In approved programs in order to graduate from high school. 

The Maryland Functional Testing Program is the testing 
component of Project Basic. The Functional Testing Program, 
developed and administered by the Maryland State Department 
of Education, uses criterion-referenced tests to assess the subject 
areas of reading, mathematics, and citizenship. Students are 
judged against their own successes or needs. Diagnostic informa- 
tion is repurted by individual student, class. school building, 
school system and state. Instructional improvement may be 
focused at any one or all of these levels. The Maryland Functional 
Writing Test is a direct writing assessment task where students 
produce two writing samples. In addition, there are approved pro- 
grams of participation for survival, the world of work, and the 
arts/physical education. 

Several years ago, The National Institute of Education 
televised hearings on minimum competency testing. Out of these 
hearings came a list of characteristics that a minimum com- 
petency basic skills testing program should include. Among those 
were assurances of due process and improvement based on 
results. 

All competency-based programs should assure protection of 
undividual rights of students. Thus, the Project Basic program in- 
cludes prior notice about the change in graduation requirements, 
mstruction before final testing, testing with modifications for 
handicapping conditions, additional learning time if a test 1s fail- 
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ed, and additional testing opportunities. 

Competency-based instructional assessment programs 
should maintain a management system to improve services for 
the individual, school-buildings, and local system. Thus, Project 
Basic was built on a circular model to guarantee student achieve- 
ment. The model includes: gvals/objectives/coinpetencies/- 
instructional specifications/curriculum-competency match/- 
instructional activities/assessment specifications and achieve- 
ment results. This is a systematic educational approach. 

All students need flexibility for learning since the rate of lear- 
ning varies se widely for individuals. Thus, Project Basic deter- 
muned that the objecttves should be learned by grade 12; how- 
ever, all studeits are allowed early testing beginning in grade 9. 
Students who pass th? tests complete the requirements. Other 
students may retake the tests annually. Students learning English 
as a second Language may delay taking the tests by one year. 

The passing scores for the Project Basic tests are set by the 
State Superintendent of Schools and his staff based on infor- 
mation gathered from pre-test student performance, school sur- 
veys and public judgements. A panel of national testing experts 
serve as consultants. 

Project Basic requires each school system to provide ad- 
ditional appropriate assistance if a student fails a test. Many 
teachers do not wait for test failure but include such assistance as 
soon as a specific weakness is identified. 

The Maryland Functional Reading Test (MF RT) has been ad- 
nulustered to nuith graders in various forms since 1976. The 74 
reading objectives are organized into five instructional domains: 
Followwg Directions, Locating Information, Main Idea, Using 
Details, and Understanding Forms. Test results are reported as 
overall passing (for certification) and performance in each of the 
domains (for diagnosis). Approximately 66% of the Garrett Coun- 
ty students in the ninth grade passed the Functional Reading Test 
the first year it was administered. In the school year 1983-84, 
nearly 94 percent of the ninth grade students passed the test. This 
has been a prerequisite for graduation since 1978. In Garrett 
County, no senior has failed to graduate due solely to the reading 
test. 

The functional Mathematics Test (MFMT) has been a 
graduation prerequisite since the 1983-84 school year. The 30 
mathematics objectives are organized into seven instructional 
domains: Number Concepts, Whole Number Operations, Mixed 
Number/Fraction Operations, Decimal Operations, Measure- 
ment. Using Data, and Problem Solving. Again, test results are 
reported as overall passing (for certification) and performance in 
each of these domains (for diagnosis). At the end of the 1983-84 
school year, 75% of the ninth graders had passed the test. This in- 
cludes the first testing in the fall 1983 and retesting in spring 1984. 

The Functional Writing Test :MFWT) was administered to 
ninth graders as a graduation prerequisite for the first time in the 
spring of 1984. Forty percent of the ninth grade students passed 
the first operational form of this test. The MFWT is administered 
only once a year. The fifteen writing objectives assessed on the 
test are organized into two domains: Narrative Writing and Ex- 
planatory Writing. 

The Maryland Test of Citizenship Skills will be a competency 
prerequisite for graduation for students entering grade 9 during 
the 1984-85 schol year and each school year thereafter. The pass- 
ing standard is currently being established. Teachers, adnunis- 
trators, citizens, parents, and students have participated in work- 
shops and have recommended passing scores. The three instruc- 
tional domains in citizenship are: Constitutional Government: 
Principals, Rights and Responsibilities; and Politics and Political 
Behavior. 

Parents and guardians are encouraged to discuss all of their 
concerns about the Functional Tests and the student’s score with 
the classroom teacher or school administrator.

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Record Barley 
Production Noted 


Production of small grains in 
Maryland during 1984 rose 
sharply from a year earlier. 
Increased acres of winter 
wheat, barley, and oats har- 
vested, plus increased yields, 
resulted in larger production of 
these crops, according to the 
Maryland Crop Reporting Ser- 
vice. 

The wheat acreage harvested 
was six percent larger than 
1983. The increased acreage 
harvested coupled with a two- 
bushel increase in the average 
yield caused a 12 percent in- 
crease in overall production in 
the state. 

Barley production, at 5.51 
million bushels, is a record. 
This output is 11 percent 
greater that last year and five 
percent above the previous 
record set in 1969. The barley 
acreage harvested, at 95,000, is 
equal to the previous record set 
in 1969. 

Oat production, at 855,000 
bushels, is nine percent above 
1983. The acres harvested in- 
creased to 57,000. The larger 
area and a one-bushel increase 
in the average yield combined 
to result in a larger overall 
crop. 

Rye is the only small grain 
showing a decline. The overall 
production, at 224,000 bushels, 
is seven percent below the 1983 
output. The decline of 1,000 
acres harvested more than off- 
set a two-bushel increase in the 
average yield. 

The wheat acreage seeded in 
1984 for 1985 harvest, at 14,000 
acres, is five percent below the 
1984 acreage. 

Rye seeded this fall totals 
45,000 acres in the state, 18 per- 
cent below the 1984 acreage and 
the smallest amount seeding 
since 1976.

Maryland Swine 
Figures Higher 


The inventory of all hogs and 
pigs on hand December 1 in 
Maryland totaled 215,000 head, 
up eight percent from last year, 
announced the Maryland Del- 
aware Crop Reporting Service. 

The number of breeding hogs, 
at 34,000 head, increased 13 per- 
cent from December 1, 1983, 
and six percent from two years 
ago. Breeding hog numbers are 
down 24 percent from Decem- 
ber 1, 1981. 

The inventory of market 
hogs, at 181,000 head, increased 
six percent from last year and 
eight percent from two years 
ago. Market hog numbers de- 
clined 12 percent from Decem- 
ber 1, 1981. Market hogs ac- 
counted for 84 percent of the 
total hog and pig population. 

The 1984 Maryland pig crop 
was 416,000 head, up 17 percent 
from last year. Hog producers 
farrowed 27,000 sows in the 
December 1983 - May 1984 
period, averaging 7.8 pigs per 
litter. During the second six 
months, 27,000 sows were also 
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farrowed with an average of 7.6 
pigs per litter. The total number 
of farrowings was up 13 percent 
from last year. The number of 
pigs per litter increased 3 per- 
cent compared to 1983. 

The U.S. inventory of all hogs 
and pigs was estunated at 54 
million head on December 1, 
1984, according to the Crop 
Reporting Board. This year’s 
inventory decreased five per- 
cent compared to 1983 and was 
one percent below the 1982 
estimate. 

The 1984 U.S. pig crop totaled 
86.5 million head, seven percent 
below 1983, but two percent 
above the 1982 pig crop.

Maryland State Comptroller 
Louis L. Goldstein said distilled 
spirits tax revenues reversed a 
mostly declining trend to in- 
crease by 5% in November, 
1984, compared to November, 
1983. 

“Pre-holiday shopping for 
distilled spirits and wine led to 
increases in both of those cate- 
gories of revenue during No- 
vember, 1984,”’ Goldstein said. 
“The months around the holi- 
days are usually good revenue 
months for alcohol and tobacco 
taxes.” 

For November, 1984, distilled 
spirits taxes yielded $1,380,617, 
up 5% from the same month a 
year ago. Wine tax revenues for 
the month rose 12%, to $357,871. 

Beer tax revenues declined 
6.7%, compared with No- 
vember, 1983, to $766,076. 
Cigarette tax receipts totaled 
$5,392,243, a 2.3% decline.

downtown Baltimore to Oak- 
land took 23 years, from 1828 to 
1851. Jt was a demonstration of 
remarkable engineering, hard, 
hard work, and no little faith to 
get tracks and then trains to 
Cuinberland and up the seven- 
teen-mile grade, but that is 
another story. 

The first train reached what 
ts now Oakland in 185]. Two 
years earlier, the B & O had laid 
out streets and 64 lots for a 
town, suggesting that the town 
be called McCarty’s Mills, to 
honor a local resident, Issac 
McCarty. At the time, the area 
was referred to as “Slab Town” 
because of a sawmill there, and 
tt had traditionally been called 
‘Yough Glades.’ The one name 
wasn't impressive; the other 
neither pronouncable nor spell- 
able by the uninitiated.

During the war of the 1860's, 
the B & O was important to 
North and to South, and Garrett 
County was the scene of several 
skirmishes. That, too, is 
another story, but it helps ex- 
plain why local railroad 
developement was at something 
of a standstill for 20 years, 
except for Deer Park, yet 
another story. (One thing does 
lead to another.) 

Oakland, however, grew and 
prospered as a commercial 
center and a resort. The rail- 





road first helped the town com- 
mercially, and in 1876 built The 
Oakland Hotel, an elaborate re- 
sort south of the railroad, on 
land which seems to have 
extended from the vicinity of 
the present station across what 
is now the Oakland-Kingwocd 
Road and west to what is now 
the Oakland-Rosedale Road. 
Pictures give an idea of the 
grandeur of the hotel and its 
grounds, which included land-

bandstand, and a spring from 
which George Washington 
reputedly drank on September 
26, 1784. (Another anniversary 
overlooked - a Bicentennial.) 

Returning to the Oakland 
Station: such elegance as the 
hotel obviously required a rail- 
road station of some distinction. 
During the 1870's and 80’s the B 
& O employed a Baltimore 
architect, Francis Baldwin, to 
design many of its buildings. He 
leaned toward the Queen Anne 
Style, described as buildings 
‘made from a kit of medieval 
and classical part,.....enrich- 
ed, enporched, encolumn 
ed an eclectic ex- 
travaganze of delight’ (from 
The Architecture Book by 
Norval White). 

This lovely description fits 
the Oakland Station nicely: the 
sundry styles of roof and eaves, 
the ornate woodwork, and, 
literally, above all, the German 
helmet tower. 

Where things get tricky in 
local history is trying to figure 
out locations in time and place 
of past buildings and events. 
Different sources are liable to 
different interpretations. At 
this distance it’s hard, perhaps 
impossible, to be sure about 
somethings, although some 
interpretations seem inherently 
more likely than others. 

The Ruth Enlow Library has 
microfilmed copies of The 
Republican from its beginning, 
but the paper did not have the 
same function then that it does 
now and its emphasis was dif- 
ferent. People could not get 
news from radio or television, 
the telephone was just arriving, 
and telegraphic communi- 
cations were, of necessity, 
brief. The local paper, there- 
fore, gave much space to 
national and even international 
news. It publisiied (Republi- 
can) political speeches tn full, 
along with lurid descriptions of 
crimes and executions else- 
where, odd bits of information 
from other papers, short stories 
with a moral, and temperance 
Sermons. The paper carried 
necessury legal and court 
notices and much advertising 
but local news was usually 
brief, not headlined, and in- 
clined to be personal. We may, 
therefore, have overlooked 
some details about the railroad 
station. The following material 
is from The Republican. 

April iZ, ioo4 - “Tie via uepor 
building at Oukland has been 
taken down and the material re- 
moved to Mr. Weber's garden 
farm near Oakland where it will 
be used for construction of hot 
houses. When will we get our 
new depot building?” 

This is so detailed that it 
seems convincing. There is 
another story, written in 1858, 
however, stating that the early 
Oakland Station has been 
moved bodily to Altamont to 
make room for the present 
Station. Is the present station 
the third, not the second? It 
doesn't really matter, except in 






tidiness. 

To continue the verbatim ac- 
counts from The Republican: 

June 21, 1884 - “It is said the 
new depot building in Oakland 
will be erected at once."’ 

June 28, 1884 - “Work was 
commenced on the new depot 
this week at Oakland.” 

August 30, 1884 - ‘‘The foun- 
dation of the new depot at Oak- 
land will be completed next 
week." 

January 17, 1885 - “The new 
depot at Oakland is completed 
with the exception of plastering 
which will probably not be done 
until spring. A large force of 
carpenters are now engaged in 
laying of new platforms.” 

April 4, 1885 - “The finishing 
touches are being put on the 
new depot in Oakland.” 

June 13, 1885 - ‘The new depot 
will be ready next week.” 

That's all. If there was a cere- 
mony, it wasn't recorded. We 
don’t even know whether the 
Station was ready ‘‘next week”’. 

In conclusion, we do not know 
if, what, or when we should 
have celebrated about the Oak- 
land Station in 1884. Besides, 
December is not a dependable 
time for celebrations in Oak- 
land. We will continue our re- 
search, and helpful and 
indulgent friends are prowling 
through files in Baltimore, An- 
napolis, and Ellicott City, as 
well as locally. Watch these 
pages for the latest news of 
what may have happened a 
century ago.

Reason and tra- 
dition both tell us to ‘tget even”’ 
when we are wronged, no matter 
that Jesus counsels us to ‘‘turn 
the other check.’”” 


WHATEVER HE 
TELLS YOU 

So, often we can follow Jesus 
with a full and reasonable under- 
standing of what and why. But 
there are also many times when 
we are called to do what he com- 
mands even when we do not un- 
derstand. It is then, that the life 
of faith becomes difficult tor many 
of us. It is at this time that we have 
to decide whether we will trust in 
Outselves or in Him.

illustration. Distressed fer the 
wedding host because the wine 
supply is already depleted, Mai: 
comes to Jesus saying, ““They ha. > 
no wine.’’ The implication is that 
she expects that somehow he can 
do something about this. 

But, instead of assuring his 
mother that he will do what ke can, 
Jesus rebuffs her, saying, ‘‘O 
woman, what have you tc do with 
me? My hour has not yet come”’ 
(Luke 2:4). I don’t know how 
those words strike you, but if I 
had been Mary I would not have 
becn much encouraged to think 
that he was going to do something 
to solve the problem. I probably 
would have slunk away, mutter- 
ing, “Gosh, I’m sorry I mentioned 
it.” 

Mary’s response, however, is 
absolutely amazing. Instead of 
accepting his words as a rebuff, 
she says to the servants, **Do what- 
ever he tells you’’ (2:4). If the ser- 
vants had questioned her about 
this, saying, ‘* What do you think 
hecando?”’, I'm sure she couldn’t 
have given them a reasonable an- 
swer. For, she did not know what 
he could do or how he would help 
the host. She had no reason to be- 
lieve he could turn water to wine 
—so she had no reason to expect 
any help. 

FILL THE JARS 

But, although she could not 
conceive of what he might do, she 
knew her son and was convineed 
that he would be able to do some- 
thing to help their host. So, in- 
stead of demanding an explana- 
tion, she simply instructed the 
servants to act as if he was going 
todoit, 

And that’s what faith is: acting 
as if something is 50, even when 
wecan’t prove that it willbe. Thus, 
when Jesus said, ‘Fill the jars with 


water,’’ although there was no, 


evidence this would do any good, 
they did it anyway on the strength 
of Mary’s faith. 

Sometimes, when understand- 
ing fails, that’s all that’s ieft for 
us todo: what he says.

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‘Night Flight’ producer 
sees videos crashing

Jeff Franklin doesn't like 
what music videos have 
become. “They're not artistic, 
they're not stimulating and 
they cost n.ore than the 
albums,” explains the 40- 
year-old executive producer 
of “Night Flight." whose 
pioneering work has earned 
him the nickname ‘The 
Father of ES Videos.” 





Franklin's gone beyond 
videos. With his hourlong rock 
n’ roll TV show, Franklin 
blends film and video footage 
with movie Cilps, animation. 
interviews and concert 
footage, setting them to music 
ranging from Moroccan rock 
to Jamaican reggae to avant- 


garde classical, airs on the 
USA Cable Network every 
Friday and Saturday night. 
The show debuted in June, 
1981 and was the first show to 
feature music videos. 

“I think of MTV as being 
similar to an AM _ radio 
Station,’ says Franklin, 
‘which makes us an FM 
Station.” 

Franklin. who has managed 
the careers of such music 
superstars as Neil Young, Jom 
Mitchell, Rod Stewart, and 
The Cars. is determined that 
his varied video formatting 
will appeal to the whole fami- 
ly — not a select teenage 
crowd. 

“Our audience ranges from 
14 to 65 years of age.’ says 
Franklin. “We deliver materi- 
al that’s family oriented and 
in good taste. We have no 
violence. no chain saws. no 
songs with titles like ‘Chop Up 
Your Mother * 


“We don't have to appeal to 
everybody all the time. It's 
OK if you get up and walk 
away — so long as you dont 
Gian po Chemncly ne ncee ane 
by the time you get back. 
something totally different 
will be happening.” 

Franklin is a rare industry 
insider who predicts the 
decline of music videos. “Eve 
rything goes full circle.” he 
says. “People have very shert 
attention spans. They re start- 
ing to get bored.”

Firewood Buvers 
Urged To Wateh 
For Gypsy Moths 


The Maryland Department of 
Agriculture is asking users of 
tirewood to help stop the spread 
of gypsy moths by looking out 
for their egg masses on the 
wood they buy. The insect, 
which has defoliated hundreds 
of thousands of acres in the 
nertheastern United States, has 
in recent years become a 
serious problem in Maryland. 

Egg masses are velvety, buff 
colored mounds approximately 
142 inches in length that can be 
unwittingly transported on fire- 
wood. Dr. Douglas Kolodny- 
Hirsch of the MDA says that 
this is one of the most common 
ways of introducing gypsy 
moths into a conununity and 
once introduced, they are 
difficult to eradicate. He 
suggests a few ways for citizens 
to help in preventing further in- 
festation. 

“If you’re buying firewood, 
ask the seller to provide from 
the agriculture department in 
the state where the wood was 
cut a certificate that certifies 
the wood free from gypsy 
moths. If the wood has been 
delivered and you plan to use it 
this winter, the eggs will be 
destroyed when the logs are 
burned. However, before the 
eggs hatch in mid-April, check 
the remaining wood and scrape 
off any egg masses with a putty 
knife, drop the egg masses into 
a paper bag and burn them 
completely. Other methods for 
destroying the eggs include 


burying them under several 
inches of well packed earth or 
soaking them overnight in 
rubbing alcohol, kerosene, 
gasoline or bleach. Keep in 
mind that eggs that simply fall 
to the ground are not killed and 
may still hatch,” he said. 

The Maryland Department of 
Agriculture, in conjunction with 
the US Department of Agri- 
culture and the US Forest 
Service, is conducting a com- 
prehensive effort to maintain 
the gypsy moth at a manage- 
able level in the state.
